Under. the heading, “Un nouveau procédé de 

KNOWN concurrence @ New York,” our esteemed Paris 
IN Paris. contemporary, the Répertoire de Pharmacie, de- 
votes nearly a page of its May issue to an ac-

York, to drum up new business. The method in question was 
described in detail in the American Drueaist of April 10 in 
our department of Business Building.

However, 
the whole subject is finally dismissed with the characteristic 
French comment that nothing can prevent the American from 
indulging his fondness for “ bluff.” And thus travels the 
fame of our genial and general secretary.

The meeting of the New York State 
OUTLOOK FoR THE Pharmaceutical Association, which opens 
Strate MEETING. at Saratoga June 27, promises to be 
largely attendtd, and all the indications 
point to an interesting convention. Many matters of impor- 
tance to the pharmacists of this State will be discussed and 
acted upon. Among the subjects likely to be considered, that 
of the sale of liquors by druggists and the repeal of 
the special liquor stamp tax will take a prominent place, 
but it is uncertain what action, if any, will be taken by the 
association. One of the propositions which may be presented 
for consideration at the meeting is that druggists be allowed 
to sell liquors without a physician’s prescription in quantities 
up to one quart at a flat tax rate. Many responsible pharma- 
cists in the larger cities are, however, opposed to the sale of 
liquors in drug stores in any form, and if the proposition in 
question is made it will undoubtedly be vigorously opposed. 
The question of the State Association affiliating with the N. 
A. R. D. on the basis of its full paid membership is certain to 
come up and the action of the association will be awaited with 
interest in other parts of the country besides this State. The 
advertisements of a proprietary brand of witchhazel, in which 
statements are made reflecting on the purity of the distilled 
extract ordinarily handled by druggists, have aroused consid- 
erable feeling, and some members of local organizations are 
expected to induce the State Association to call the offending 
manufacturers to account. If the matter does come up a 
warm debate will certainly be precipitated. 
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The Practical Aspect of the Prerequisite Requirement. 

Professor Remington took a bold stand in his after dinner 
remarks to the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association when 
he warned the pharmacists of New Jersey against going to ex- 
tremes in the matter of preliminary educational requirements. 
He will undoubtedly receive the censure of a very large pro- 
portion of the college professors, who will denounce him as a 
heretic, but he will also receive the cordial commendation of the 
large majority of the rank and file of pharmacists who have to 
grapple with the help problem. 

Even now it is increasingly difficult from year to year to 
secure competent assistants for the wages which the status 
of the drug business warrants. If this stringency is still fur- 
ther increased by the imposition of impracticable educational 
requirements the employer will find it impossible to secure 
assistants at all. 

The large majority of the drug trade wish to make haste 
slowly in the matter of raising the grade of educational qual- 
ification among drug clerks. While they realize the necessity 
for higher educational standards they cannot lose sight of the 
fact that any effort to suddenly revolutionize these standards 
by legal enactment would be fraught with disastrous results 
for the average retail druggist, and it was to retail druggists 
that Professor Remington’s remarks were addressed. 

It is but natural for the average college professor to advo- 
cate higher and ever higher educational standards, and that 
in his efforts to elevate the standards of educational require- 
ments he should look at the matter from the viewpoint of the 
educator and not of the practical druggist. The employing 
pharmacists of Indiana at the recent meeting of the Indiana 
Pharmaceutical Association took occasion to protest against 
the difficulties met with in their efforts to employ clerks, and 
the members were privately inclined to blame the high stand- 
ards of the Board of Pharmacy for their troubles. The scarcity 
of clerks has been the topic of discussion at several recent 
pharmaceutical meetings, and we believe that this scarcity will 
be felt with increasing severity as time passes and the higher 
standards come into operation. 

While we heartily favor an elevation of the educational 
standards in pharmacy we cannot refrain from approving the 
caution sounded by Professor Remington and applauding him 
for taking a stand which is so thoroughly in accord with the 
sentiment of the majority of the better class of the retail drug 
trade, even at the risk of criticism from his fellow professors. 


The American Pharmaceutical Association. 

A formal entertainment programme is hardly necessary at 
Atlantic City save as a means of holding the members of an 
association together with a view to promoting mutual acquaint- 
ance. Turn the visitor loose with a pocketful of small change 
and he need never be bored. The nine miles of board walk 
along the water front will furnish entertainment. And when 
a study of the shifting throngs there palls, there are on the one 
side the great piers extending hundreds of feet out into the 
ocean and providing music and vaudeville at sea, or, on the 
other, a line of shops, auction rooms and catch-penny devices 
in bewildering variety, suited to every taste and every purse. 
But, above and beyond all these, and the basis and excuse for 
all these, is the ocean and its sanded beach, its ceaseless but 
varying roar of surf and its breezes, cool in summer and warm 
in winter. 

So thoroughly satisfied were the members of the New Jersey 
Pharmaceutical Association with its fitness as a meeting place 
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that, after meeting there this year, they took the unprecedented 
step of selecting the same place for next year’s meeting. 

Here the American Pharmaceutical Association is to meet 
in September and, following the expert example of the New 
Jersey Association, is to meet at the same hotel, the Isles- 
worth. For surely an association of men from New Jersey is 
entitled to rank as an expert on the matter of seaside resorts 
and hotels. 

The invitations from the various committees have been 
spread widecast among the pharmacists, and each committee 
seems to be striving to provide programmes of special interest 
and importance for the members to discuss. 

The announcement of the Committee on Exhibits, which ap- 
pears in another column, gives assurance that this valuable and 
interesting feature of the meeting will be revived to good 
effect. The section on scientific papers has in course of prepa- 
ration several novel features of great value, and other com- 
mittees are not idle. 

Pharmacists outside of the association in planning their 
summer outings should remember that, whether members or 
not, they will be made heartily welcome at the meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, to be held at the Hotel 
Islesworth, Atlantic City, from September 4 to 10. 


Postage Stamps and Directories. 


There are some trade problems confronting the druggists the 
discussion of which is always interesting. One of these is the 
question as to the extent to which the druggist should go in 
furnishing conveniences to the public without receiving direct 
profit. On another page we print letters from a number of 
leading pharmacists setting forth their views in regard to the 
desirability of furnishing postage stamps to customers and of 
providing a directory for use without making any charge. 
Formerly the sale of postage stamps was looked upon as being 
one of the necessary evils of the retail drug business, and it is 
only of late years that a few of the bolder spirits whose stores 
are advantageously located have had the temerity to break 
with this tradition. 

Frank H. Carter, of Indianapolis, states that his business 
has not been affected at all by discontinuing the sale of post- 
age stamps, so far as he is able to determine. One or two of 
our correspondents have made tentative efforts in this direc- 
tion, but these efforts were so disastrous in their results in 
individual instances as to deter them from any attempt to ex- 
periment further in this direction. The public generally has 
come to look upon the sale of postage stamps as being an 
essential part of the duties of the retail druggist, and the cus- 
tom is so well established in most sections as to deter even 
the boldest from making an effort to overturn the custom, how- 
ever onerous may be the task thus imposed upon the druggist. 

After all this is a question which must be determined by 
each individual proprietor for himself, and his decision in the 
matter must depend primarily upon the location of his store 
and the character of his clientele and, secondarily, upon the dis- 
position of the druggist. Where stamps are sold, however, 
they should not be sold grudgingly, but must be furnished with 
as much alacrity and good humor as though the sale was a 
source of very material profit. For if sold good naturedly and 
cheerfully the druggist may in some sort profit by the adver- 
tisement incident to the sale, but if the stamps are furnished 
gruffly and ill naturedly the customer will bear away a feeling 
of irritation which will prevent his possible return later for 
more profitable goods. 
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AN ASSAY METHOD FOR CAMPHOR_LINIMENT.* 
By E. Futiterton Cook, P.D., 
Philadelphia. 


The following work has been undertaken for the purpose of 
establishing, if possible, a satisfactory method of assay for the 
percentage of camphor present in camphorated oil, or the offi- 
cial linimentum camphore. For this purpose solutions of 
camphor in cotton seed oil were first prepared of known per- 
centage strength and the several methods of assay applied to 
them in turn, to determine their relative accuracy and relia- 
bility. 

It is a well-known fact that camphor may be volatilized 
from its solution in oil by the application of heat, and this 
process was applied as an assay method with fairly satisfactory 
results. A weighed quantity of the camphorated oil (about 
5 Gm.) was placed in a tared dish and subjected to the heat of 
a water bath (100 degrees C.) during one-half hour, weighed, 
and again similarly heated during two and a half hours and 
weighed. 

During the first half hour only about one-third of the cam- 
phor was volatilized, but after three hours of heating, in each 
case where known percentages were present, all but about % 
per cent. of the camphor had apparently been driven off. 

No attempt was made to discover if a change had taken 
place in the oil during the heating, for if the time and tempera- 
ture during which the oil is subject to heat are always uniform, 
any modification which may have occurred, resulting in a 
change in weight, is supposed to be reasonably uniform and 
need not, therefore, be considered. 

The process in detail would be as follows: 


ASSAY FOR CAMPHOR LINIMENT BY EVAPORATION, 


Pour about 5 Ce. of camphor liniment into a tared platinum 
.or porcelain dish; determine its weight exactly; then subject 
it to the heat of a water bath (about 100 degrees C.) during 
three hours. Cool and weigh. To find the percentage of cam- 
phor indicated by the assay, subtract this weight from the 
amount of camphor liniment originally taken, multiply the dif- 
ference by 100 and divide the product by the weight of the sam- 
ple taken. To this percentage apparently about %4 per cent. 
may be added, as a correction factor, to represent the total 
percentage of camphor present in the sample. 

POLARISCOPIC EXAMINATION. 


The second method experimented with was based upon the 
optical rotation, and a peculiar fact was here discovered upon 
which no light was thrown by the literature on the subject. 
The true optical rotation of camphor is given as + 44.22 degrees 
in 20 per cent. alcoholic solution, by Gildemeister and Hoffmann 
(Die etherische Oele), and the several samples examined 
yielded a specific rotation in aicoholic solution of + 43.52 de- 
grees, in methyl alcohol solution + 43.68 degrees, and in a 
chloroform solution + 43.77 degrees, thus corresponding approxi- 
mately with the true figures given by the authorities quoted. 

When, however, a solution of camphor was prepared with 
cotton seed oil as the solvent and another sample with olive oil 
(dissolving 2 Gm. of camphor in enough oil to make 20 Ce.), the 
specific rotation was found to be + 50.63 degrees in both cases, 
and in a number of subsequent experiments in which different 
percentage solutions in cotton seed oil were used, the same 
proportional increase in the optical rotation, above that ob- 
served when alcohol was the solvent, was noted. The several 
samples of plain cotton seed oil and olive oil were first tested, 
of course, and found in each case to be optically inactive before 
the solutions were examined. It therefore seems to be true that 
oleaginous solutions of camphor (at least those in which cot- 
ton seed oil or olive oil are the solvents) have a higher rotatory 
power than solutions of the same strength in alcohol. This fact 
was observed uniformly, whether the solutions were prepared 
with the aid of heat or by simply shaking the camphor, until dis- 
solved, with the cold oil. 

When this fact had been determined examination showed 
that the readings from the optical rotation of different strength

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solutions of camphor in cotton seed oil had a range which was 
proportional with the known per cent. of the solution, and from 
these facts the conclusion was reached that a definite number 
of degrees in optical rotation might be calculated which would 
represent 1 per cent. of camphor when in oleaginous solution, 
and that figure taken as the factor in assaying any solution of 
unknown strength. 
AN ALLOWABLE VARIATION IN READINGS. 

The official linimentum camphore should contain, 20 per 
cent. by weight of camphor. A solution was carefully pre- 
pared by this formula, with all possible volatilizatiog of the 
camphor avoided, and its optical rotation taken with ja sugar 
scale instrument in a 200 Mm. tube at a temperature @f about 
25 degrees C. The reading was + 58.5 degrees, corresponding to 
a specific rotation of + 93.88 degrees. This, it will be s€en, will 
give an optical rotation for 1 per cent. of camphor in cotton seed 
oil, if taken by a sugar scale instrument, of + 2.925 degrees, or 
a specific rotation of + 4.694 degrees. These figures were veri- 
fied by a number of experiments with other solutions of different 
strength, and yielded results theoretically very close to the 
truth. The slight variations shown in the following examples 
might be accounted for by difference between the temperature 
at the time when the sample was prepared and when the rota- 
tion was read, which happened to be upon a cool morning. Such 
slight differences therefore may be expected, as it will be im- 
possible to always secure conditions of temperature in the assay 
which exactly correspond with those obtaining during the prepa- 
ration of the solution:

The test would be conducted as follows: Take the optical 
rotation of the sample of liniment of camphor, and if the read- 
ing has been made in a sugar scale instrument and in a 200 Mm. 
tube, divide the observed rotation by 2.925; the result will be 
the percentage of camphor in the sample. If the specific rota- 
tion be calculated, divide it by 4.694, and the result will give the 
percentage of camphor in the sample. 

The two tests here given, if used as a check, one upon the 
other, afford approximately conclusive results, and may be 
looked upon as reliable to a fraction of 1 per cent. The follow- 
ing table will clearly show the uniformity of results obtained 
from both methods applied to the same sample:

THE SAPONIFICATION TEST INUTILE. 

The saponification value of the oil in a sample of liniment 
of camphor was taken, with the idea of applying the results to 
an assay process, but they were not sufficiently uniform or con- 
clusive to use for that purpose. 

LOSS THROUGH VOLATILIZATION. 

From the results observed in the first of these processes and 
as illustrated in sample 3 in the chart, in which about 3 per 
cent. of camphor is lost in making, it is seen that camphorated 
oil to which the full percentage of camphor has been added 
may be easily deficient in camphor strength during the process 
of manufacture if care is not taken to avoid volatilization. 
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It is therefore essential that the flask be well stoppered and 
very little heat applied; in fact, it was found that the required 
percentage of camphor dissolved readily (within several hours, 
if shaken occasionally) in cotton seed oil, without any added 
heat, at a temperature of abeut 25 degrees C. (77 degrees F.). 
It is therefore recommended that either no heat be used in its 
preparation, if it is not needed immediately, or that the oil be 
slightly warmed, removed from the water bath, the coarsely 
powdered camphor then added to the warm oil, and the whole 
shaken from time to time until solution results. This change 
in manipulation may be wisely introduced into the official proc- 
ess, as it will greatly lessen the likelihood of camphor liniment 
being deficient in camphor, as it is frequently found to be com- 
mercially. 

Several methods of assay have been suggested by investi- 
gators in England, the work being done upon camphor liniment 
made according to the British Pharmacopeia, in which olive oil 
is the solvent, and the conditions vary somewhat from those 
under which this work was carried out. (See Proceedings of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, 1899, page 439; 1900, 
pages 476 and 477; 1903, pages 630 and 631.) 


DETERMINATION OF CAMPHOR IN LINIMENT OF 
CAMPHOR.’' 
By JoHN LorHIAN, Pu.C. 

The B. P. camphor liniment contains 21.45 per cent. of 
camphor, taking the average specific gravity of olive oil given 
in the Pharmacopeia. It has been described (“ Year Book of 
Pharmacy,” 1902, p. 497) as a saturated solution of camphor 
in olive oil; this is not quite correct as the Oleum Camphora- 
tum, Ph. Aust., contains 25 per cent., and a solution which 
I prepared by dissolving excess of camphor in olive oil, and 
allowing it to remain for some time in contact with the 
camphor, which had crystallized out at a temperature as 
nearly as possible of 15.5 degrees C., contained as shown 
below, 26.39 per cent. of camphor. 

The following method of determining the camphor was 
published in the Analyst (1898). From 3 to 5 Gm. of the 
camphorated oil is heated for two huurs at a temperature 
of 120 degrees C., and the loss calculated; as it was found that 
under similar circumstances the olive oil gained in weight, 
a correction has to be applied on that account. 

The following experiments show, however, that prac- 
tically all the camphor can be driven off at the temperature of 
the water-bath in about an hour, and no corrections require 
to be applied. A camphorated oil was prepared containing 
22.31 per cent. by placing the camphor and olive oil in a 
weighing bottle provided with a well ground stopper, and 
dissolving by placing the bottle in hot water. There was 
no loss of camphor in the preparation. In the first experi- 
ment 5.2144 Gm. of this camphorated oil was heated in an 
ordinary small evaporating basin on a water-bath. After 
two hours it smelt faintly yet distinctly of camphor; it was 
taken off, weighed, and showed a loss of 1.1276 Gm., corre- 
sponding to 21.62 per cent.; after three hours it had lost 
1.1534 Gm., corresponding to 22.12 per cent., and after three 
and a half hours a loss of 1.1578 Gm., or 22.20 per cent. 
This shows that the last traces of camphor, like many other 
volatile substances in solution, are rather difficult to remove. 

In the next experiment a wide flat bottomed dish was 
used, which fitted accurately into the ring of the water-bath, 
and 3.4534 Gm. of the same camphorated oil used. At the 
end of one hour the odor of camphor was scarcely perceptible, 
and on weighing, the loss was found to be 0.7654, or 22.16 
per cent. Subsequent experiments with oils of different 
strengths gave similar results, which I consider sufficiently 
accurate. Although at a higher temperature than that of the 
water-bath the camphor is completely driven off, a greater 
error would be introduced by the correction than by using 
the above method. It might be well in a future Pharmacopeia 
to establish some limit such as the following: “5 Gm. heated

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on a water-bath for one hour in a flat bottomed dish should 
lose not less than 1 Gm.” 

Camphorated oil, when exposed to the air at the ordinary 
temperature ioses camphor fairly rapidly. An oil which 
contained 21.88 per cent. of camphor exposed in an evaporat- 
ing basin for four days then contained 19.53 per cent. of 
camphor. Camphor is dextrotatory in solution, and the 
strength of the camphorated oil can be quickly determined by 
the polarimeter. 

The solutions in the following table were made as above 
described, and the specific gravities taken at 15.5 degrees C. by 
the pyknometer. Between 10 and 26 per cent. it will be seen 
that the specific gravity is in direct proportion to the con- 
centration, the ratio being nearly 0.00044 per unit per cent. 
rise in camphor. At the same time the specific gravity will 
vary with the olive oil used, and not very much reliance could 
be placed on this factor alone:

FORMULAS FOR FLUID EXTRACTS OF GLYCYRRHIZA 
AND GENTIAN.*

The process of making fluid extracts from concentrated 
infusions is permissible with a few drugs which yield their 
valuable principles to water. It has several advantages 
which are appreciated by the practical retail pharmacist. 
First, it is simple, and, second, it minimizes the waste of 
alcohol which, in the usual process of extracting with alco- 
holic percolates, becomes an important item of cost and 
renders the manufacture of such fluid extracts on a small 
scale unprofitable. 

This process has been officially sanctioned, and in the 
Pharmacopeia of 1890 was adopted for fluid extracts of 
castanea and triticum. While the former has been dropped, 
the latter is still retained in the Pharmacopeia of 1900. 

The intent of the experiments recorded in these papers 
was to see if a modification of the infusion process could 
not be applied to both liquorice and gentian, and thus sim- 
plify the process for these fluid extracts and enable the 
average pharmacist to prepare his supplies. I would recom- 
mend the following formulas: 

FLUID EXTRACT OF GLYCYRRHIZA. 


Glycyrrhiza, in coarse powder............ 1,000 Gm. 
Ammonia water. 50 Ce. 
Alcohol, 

Water, each a sufficient quantity to make. ..1,000 Cc. 


Mix the ammonia water with sufficient water to make 1,000 
Ce., and, having moistened the ground drug with 700 Cc. of 
the mixture, pack it in a cylindrical glass percolator, then 
add enough menstruum to saturate the drug and leave a 
stratum above it. When the liquid begins to drop from the 
percolator, close the lower orifice, and, having closely covered 
the percolator, allow it to macerate for 48 hours. Then allow 
the percolation to proceed, gradually adding, first, the re- 
mainder of the menstruum and then water until the drug is 
exhausted. Reserve the first 500 Cc. of the percolate and add 
to this reserve 250 Ce. of alcohol and set the mixture aside 
in a stoppered bottle. Evaporate the remainder of the per- 
colate to a soft extract, dissolve this in the reserved por- 
tion and allow the mixture to stand for two or three days. 
Then filter and wash the filter with a mixture of alcohol one 
volume and water three volumes, and make the fluid extract 
measure 1,000 Cc. 

In my opinion this is a satisfactory product, fully repre- 
senting the drug and containing a minimum amount of th: 
acrid principle which is so pronounced in the preparation 
made by extracting with alcoholic percolates, and exper!

ments made more than a year ago demonstrate that it keeps 
well. 
FLUID EXTRACT OF GENTIAN. 


Gentian, in No. 20 powder........0.-s00- 1,000 Gm. 
Alcohol, 
Water. each a sufficient quantity to make. ..1,000 Ce. 


Moisten the ground drug with 1,000 Ce. of water, heated 
to a temperature of 60 degrees C., and set aside for two 
hours, then express with pressure. Reserve the expressed 
liquid, measuring about 250 Ce. and add to this 250 Ce. of 
alcohol, and set aside in a stoppered bottle. Mix the dregs 
from this expression with 2,000 Ce. of warm water, at 60 
degrees C., and when cold express with pressure. Repeat 
twice the treatment of the dregs, macerating each time with 
2,000 Ce. of warm water, and expressing when cold. Evaporate 
the expressed liquids to a soft extract, and dissolve this in the 
reserved portion and allow the mixture to stand for two or 
three days. Then filter and wash the filter with sufficient 
diluted alcohol to make the fluid extract measure 1,000 Cc. 


An Improved Process for Granulated Saccharates. 
Granulated saccharates offer one of the most elegant forms 
of administering drugs, the taste of which is otherwise objec- 
tionable. This form of preparations has been for a long time 
popular, especially in France, but recently several improve- 
ments have been introduced in the old method of making these 
saccharates. Planés (Journal de Pharmacie et de Chimie, 
April 1, 1905) contributes a practical article on this subject, in 
which he details his own method of preparing medicinal granu- 
lated saccharates. The old method of making these sac- 
charates included two steps. First, the sugar was obtained in 
as uniform a state of granulation as possible, and then the 
sugar granules were “charged” with the medicinal substance 
dissolved or suspended in a vehicle which afterward was re- 
moved by evaporation. 

The result was, that the substance to be incorporated in the 
granules covered the surface only. In this process there were 
three serious flaws: The unequal distribution of the medica- 
ment, the loss of the drug by adhesion to the sides of the ves- 
sel and the influence of the final. passage through sieves on the 
amount of drug that is contained in the finished preparation. 
There is no doubt as to the unequal distribution of the medica- 
ment, for this can be proved in any sample of saccharates pre- 
pared by this process by testing the amount of drug contained 
in two different samples taken from different parts of the same 
container. Some writers have answered this criticism by say- 
ing that it does not matter if the distribution is uneven, as the 
preparation was given in spoonful doses, and if some of the 
granules did not contain as much as others, the remainder con- 
tained more than necessary, and thus compensation was ap- 
proximately established. The author, however, is not satisfied 
with an approximately accurate product when it can easily be 
made exactly correct. The constant trituration which is required 
to incorporate the medicinal solution with the sugar granules 
renders the adhesion of the medicinal substance to the walls of 
the vessel unavoidable in this process, the more so because the 
medicinal product adheres merely to the surface of the gran- 
ules, and does not penetrate into their interior. Finally, in 
passing the saccharate through a succession of sieves, the 
larger particles are broken up, and the composition of the 
mixed granules changed either increasing or decreasing the 
average contents of each granule that passes through the sieve, 
and so altering the whole product. 

The new process recommended by the author avoids all 
these inaccuracies. It consists of preparing, first, an amor- 
phous saccharate, in which the active principle is uniformly 
distributed, and then in granulating this saccharate. In other 
words, the process is directly the opposite of the original 
method. The amorphous saccharate is obtained by mixing the 
medicament dissolved in an appropriate vehicle with simple 
syrup, and not with sugar, and evaporating the syrupy mix- 
ture at first on the water bath, and then at a high temperature 
in the oven. Care should be taken to maintain the homogen- 
eity of the mass, so long as it is liquid by vigorous stirring. 
When the saccharate is completely dry it is granulated by 
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grinding and passing through sieves. The amount of syrup 
used will depend upon the amount and the density of sugar 
which it contains. With the necessary adjustment of the ten- 
perature of dessication, vehicle used, etc., the process described 
may be followed in the preparation of saccharates of any suit- 
able medicinal product. 


How to Clean and Care for Rubber Goods. 


A writer in the Pharmazeutische Zeitung (1908, page 124) 
gives the following useful hints as to how to take care of rub- 
ber goods. In order to prevent rubber articles from becoming 
hard and brittle, they should be immersed for from one-haif 
to three minutes in melted paraffine at 100 degrees, and then 
suspended in an oven heated to 100 degrees. This allows the 
excess of paraffine to drip off which takes about an hour. Rub- 
ber absorbs about from 2 to 8 per cent. of paraffine, and thus 
acquires a remarkable resistance to the influence of air, of light 
and of heat. Other writers have recommended that rubber 
goods be immersed in a solution of carbolic acid, in which 5 
per cent. of glycerin have been dissolved. Still others recom- 
mend that they be washed in ammonia water in order to pre- 
vent their becoming brittle. 

A good general rule is that rubber goods should not be ex- 
posed to intense heat or light, and should not be folded nor 
brought into contact with mineral or vegetable fats, All rub- 
ber is more or less attacked by fats, and in contact with them 
it softens and becomes dissolved. Rubber, which has lost its 
elasticity under the influence of high temperatures, may re- 
gain a part of its original properties on being washed with 
ammonia solution, or on being immersed in paraffine, but it 
never regains it normal condition. 

To clean rubber tubing we may use special plungers of 
steel wire, and the tubes should be rinsed with warm water 
until the latter flows perfectly clear. If the tube has become 
hard it may be softened by dipping it into a solution of am- 
monia for half an hour. 

Another way is to boil the tubing for an hour in water 
with or without glycerin, and to allow it to cool slowly. Gly- 
cerin may also be used with advantage in the following man- 
ner: The rubber tube is vigorously brushed and washed in hot 
water. It is then brushed with a wad of cotton fixed at the 
end of a steel wire and dipped into glycerin. This treatment 
is repeated within 24 hours. This treatment must be used twice 
a year for rubber tubes that Ile unused. The tubes should “be 
kept rolled on rounded boards, and should be placed in appro- 
priate receptacles.

Cream of Current Literature 


A summary of the leading articles in contemporary pharmaceutical periodicals. 
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Mukogen, which has been introduced to medicine as an 
antipyretic, is the hydrochloride of dimethylphenyl-ammonium- 
oxynaphthoxazine. It forms blue crystals, insoluble in water, 
but soluble in alcohol and in alkaline solution. It is given in 
doses of 1.5 to 4.5 graius. . 


Preparation of Ointment of Lead Acetate.—The new Phar- 
macopeial Commission now sitting at Rotterdam has recom- 
mended (Pharmazeutische Zentralthalle, April 18, 1905) the 
following formula for an ointment of lead acetate, to be freshly 
prepared: Lead acetate, 2 parts; distilled water, 3 parts; olive 
oil, 5 parts, and lard, 5 parts. 


How to Preserve Fowler’s Solution.—Luis Narbona 
(Revista cientifica professional, December, 1904) says that the 
best way to keep Fowler’s solution unchanged is to add 
glycerin to it. This preserves the appearance of the solution 
and keeps it clear for a long time, at the same time preventing 
the decomposition of the arsenious acid. 


Test for Formaldehyde.—Comanducci (Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung, 1904, No. 80) describes the following test for the 
presence of formaldehyde in glycerin, methy] alcohol, vinegar, 
ete.: The fluid to be tested is mixed with its own volume of 
water, if need be. To 5 Ce. of this mixture 15 drops of a con- 
centrated solution of sodium’ bisulphite are added. The liquid 
is shaken and gently heated. In the presence of formaldehyde 
a yellowish red color develops. This tint disappears on pro- 
longed boiling. 

Guadeloupe Jaborandi.—This variety of Jaborandi leaves 
has been placed on the market in London during the past year, 
and has been described by E. M. Holmes, the curator of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. Further details are 
now given by Weigel in Pharmazeutische Zentralhalle (1905, 
page 146). He examined a sample of this drug from Mar- 
seilles, and noted that the leaves were remarkable for their 
size and their prominent mid-ribs. The leaves reached 20 Cm. 
in length and often 10 cm. in width. The average dimensions, 
however, were one-half those just named. Otherwise, their 
general characters corresponded to those of the ordinary Jabo- 
randi leaves. The author found 0.353 per cent. of alkaloid, 
but other observers have found as high as 1 per cent. in this 
variety. 

The Oil of Geum Urbanum.—BPourquelot and Herissey 
(Journal, de pharmacie et de chimie, May 16) contribute a 
detailed study on the essential oil of Geum urbanuwm (Natural 
Order Rosaceae), known in France as “ Benoite” and related 
to the North American chocolate root or blood root (Geum 
rivale). ‘This plant is also known as clove root, on account 
of the resemblance of its odor to that of cloves. The root 
itself when freshly taken from the soil has no odor, but 
when bruised between the fingers the characteristic odor of 
cloves is developed. In this it resembles the leaves of cherry- 
laurel, which do not have any odor until they are bruised. 
This is explained by the presence in the plant of an enzyme 
(emulsin) which reacts upon the glucoside lauro-cerasin only 
when the plant is bruised. Experiments showed that in the 
case of Geum urbanum this action of the enzyme actually takes 
place. The authors were, moreover, able to isolate both these 
principles and called the glucoside géin and the enzyme gefse. 


Estimation of Pyramidon.—Astruc and Pégurier (Réper- 
toire de pharmacie, April 10, page 148) describe a method of 
estimating the amount of pyramidon by precipitating it by 
means of picric acid from watery solutions. A similar method 
was described a year ago by Lemaire for the estimation of 
antipyrin. The pyramidon is precipitated by adding an excess 
of a titrated solution of picric acid. This excess is determined 
and the amount of pyramidon is deduced from the quantity of 
combined acid, inasmuch as one molecule of picrie acid cor- 


responds to one molecule of pyramidon. The following method 
is suggested: The molecular weight of pyramidon being 231, 
0.231 Gm. of pyramidon is dissolved in 10 Ce. of water. To 
this solution 40 Cc. of a one-twentieth normal solution of picric 
acid (containing 11.45 Gm. of picric acid in 1,000) is added 
and the mixture is shaken for several minutes, in order to 
assist in the formation of the precipitate. It should then be 
filtered and the filtrate collected to the amount of 25 Ce. and 
placed in a precipitating beaker with four or five drops of an 
alcoholic solution of phenolphthalein. The excess of picric 
acid is now determined by means of a decinormal solution of 
potassium of sodium until the solution turns a rose-red color. 
If m be the number of Ce. of alkali added, and z be the amount 
of pyramidon contained in 100 parts of the sample, then 7 = 
(40 — 4) x 5. By this very simple method any pharmacist 
can determine the amount of pyramidon in a solution. 


To ‘Test Bottles as to the Neutrality of the Glass.— 
Baroni recommends an easy method whereby the glass of a 
bottle can be tested as to the neutrality of the glass of which 
it is composed. Schott & Co., of Jena, make bottles of so-called 
normal glass which bear a red band in the long axis of the 
bottle, but numerous imitations are now made by other manu- 
facturers which also bear red bands, but are not made of ab- 
solutely neutral glass. It is difficult without special tests to 
distinguish the real article from imitations. Accordingly, 
Baroni (Apotheker Zeitung. 1905, No. 12) recommends the 
following method, which will suffice to identify norial glass 
in the great majority of cases: Take a solution of morphine 
hydrochlorate of 2 per cent. strength, a 1% per cent. solution of 
strychnine nitrate and a solution of mercuric chloride of 1 
per cent, strength and place each in a glass bottle to be tested. 
The samples are then to be exposed to the action of steam under 
pressure for half an hour (in a sterilizer) and if the glass is 
neutral the solutions will remain unchanged, but if the glass is 
alkaline the solution of morphine turns brown and deposits 
crystals of the alkaloid upon the sides of the bottle. The solu- 
tion of strychnine decomposes, and crystals of the free alkaloid 
are deposited on the sides of the bottle. The solution of sub- 
limate is decomposed and deposits yellow or red mercuric 
oxide. In this way one can easily test the neutrality of a bottle. 
Bottles made of neutral glass should always be used for 
hypodermic solutions of alkaloids, ete. 


Adulteration of Soap with Sodium Silicate.—Ahmed- 
Hussein, of Constantinople, writes in the Journal de pharmacie 
et de chimie (May 16, 1905) that sodium silicate is frequently 
added to soap as an adulterant and describes the method which 
he pursues for the purpose of detecting these adulterations. 
The weight of the soap is materially increased by the addition 
of silicates, and also the silicate allows the soap to absorb and 
retain a large amount of water, which is an advantage to the 
manufacturer. In spite of this large amount of water the soap 
is perfectly normal in appearance. The author recommends 
the following method for examining such soaps: At first the 
ordinary process is used—that is, the soap is rasped and 
weighed and is dissolved in hot alcohol. It is then filtered 
through tarred paper, and the residue is washed repeatedly 
with hot alcohol and is well dried. It is then weighed and a 
small part of the residue is placed in a tube with a few Cc. 
of water. The solution is gently heated, and if an alkaline 
reaction is obtained with litmus paper the suspicion is strong 
that silicates are present. A small particle of caustic soda is 
then added to this tube, and on heating the silicate dissolves 
in the water, which should be filtered off. Then a few drops 
of hydrochloric acid are added to the filtrate until it shows an 
acid reaction. It is well known that silicates do not precipitate 
from acid solutions, and if we fhen add ammonia or an alkali 
a precipitate of sodium silicate will appear if that compound 
is present in the soap.

Is This Mixture Either Chemically or Physiologically 
Incompatible?—W. P. C. submits the following prescription 
for criticism, saying that the patient to whom the mixure was 
given, a man of robust physique, developed symptoms which 
necessitated the discontinuance of the medicine. Our corre- 
spondent asks us to state whether or not there is any chemical 
or physiological incompatibility in the prescription. The pre- 
scription reads:

The only reaction connected with chemical incompatibility 
likely to take place in this prescription will be between the 
potassium bicarbonate and the sweet spirit of niter. In the 
presence of potassium bicarbonate sweet spirit of niter under- 
goes slow decomposition with the formation of potassium 
nitrite. The last named substance acts on the human system 
in much the same way as nitroglycerin, but we hardly think 
that sufficient would be formed in the mixture under examina- 
tion to have any appreciable effect. The probability of an un- 
certain quantity being formed does exist, however, and the 
Symptoms shown by the person taking the mixture should 
enable the prescriber to determine whether they were caused 
by potassium nitrite. 

Shaving Cream.—W. H. C. asks if we can supply a formula 
for a shaving cream in which tragacanth is used. 

A London pharmacist described a preparation of this kind 
about two years ago; the formula called for the following 
ingredients and method of preparation:

Place these materials in a vessel surrounded by boiling wa- 
ter, and when the fats are melted beat them together until a 
smooth, white emulsion is obtained. Continue the beating, 
maintaining the temperature above 70 degrees C., and shake in 
gradually 

Tragacanth in powder............... 2 parts 
When the mixture is homogeneous allow it to cool by removing 
the boiling water, and when nearly cold add 
PI POONAE 56S bg oe cacdee bebe sda ee evsle 2 parts 
ee ser one part. 

The parts are taken by weight. 

Improved Process for Syrup of Tolu.—H. M. Chumaceiro, 
Curacao, D. W. I., has devised a method for the extemporan- 
eous preparation of syrup of tolu, which he very kindly com- 
municates to us. The process is as follows: Triturate 10 Ce. 
tincture of tolu, U. S. P., with two or three grammes of mag- 
nesium carbonate, and add 15 Cc. of distilled water, gradually, 
and with constant stirring. Filter the liquid through paper 
and add the transparent filtrate to simple syrup, using suffi- 
cient cf the syrup to make 100 Ce. 


Oily Solutions of Eserine.—Referring to the article on 
Oily Solutions of Eserine for Oculists printed in the AMEBI- 
caN Drueaist for May, 22, H. M. Chumaceiro, of Curacao, D. 
W. I., advises us that boric acid has been used effectively to 
prevent the decomposition which takes place in watery solu- 
tions of eserine. The following formula is used by Dutch phar- 
macists: Physostigmine salicylate, 1 Gm.; boric acid, 2 Gm.; 
distilled water, 47 Gm. Dissolve. 


Radium Preparations.—G. E. S. makes inquiry regarding 
the preparations of radium used in the treatment of cancerous 
growths. 

In the treatment of cancerous growths Dr. Piffard and Dr. 


Abbe, of this city, have employed tubes of radium bromide of 
high activities, ranging from 300,000 to 1,500,000. There is 
very little radium of the higher activity obtainable at present. 
_The principal dealers in radium are Eimer & Amend and H. 
Lieber & Co., both of New York. The last named firm make and 
market “radium coatings.” These consist of disks or rods of 
celluloid which have been dipped in a specially prepared solu- 
tion of radium, the radium deposited on the rods in this way 
being protected by a collodion-like varnish which permits of 
the free passage of the curative rays. These radium rods are 
supplied in two activities—namely, 10,000 and 25,000—and are 
sold at $10 and $25, respectively, less the usual discount to the 
trade. In tubes of one-sixth grain radium bromide of 10,000 
activity is supplied at the price of $60, while an equal amount 
of 1,000,000 activity is quoted at $250. Radium is also applied 
by means of special apparatus obtainable from surgical instru- 
ment makers. In a case of a cancerous growth on the foot 
treated recently in this city a cure was effected by imbedding 
celluloid needles bearing radium coatings deep into the cancer- 
ous tissue, an incision having been made previously with a 
knife. 

To Remove the Film from a Negative.—L. P. asks for a 
simple and rapid method of removing the film from a plate or 
negative. 

The following method has been successfully employed. 
First prepare a solution of:

If the negative has been dried for a time soak it in this 
solution for 10 or 15 minutes, but in the case of a freshly de- 
veloped and. washed negative three or four minutes are suffi- 
cient. The negative is then washed and when dry, or even 
damp, it should be placed face up on a piece of glass and given 
a thick coat of:

The solution is allowed to stand for a time and is then 
filtered through cloth. The gelatin should first be allowed to 
swell in cold water and then the water squeezed out before the 
gelatin is prepared in the.regular solution. After the negative 
is given a thick coating of the gelatin solution it should be 
allowed to dry in a room free from dust. When the gelatin is 
dry run a knife around the negative about % inch from the 
edges, being sure to cut through the film. Now immerse the 
negative in a solution of:

In 10 or 12 minutes the film is easily removed. The tray 
should be rocked during this time. 


Bioferrin.—Under this name Kalle & Co. have introduced 
a fluid preparation of hzemoglobin, the properties and com- 
position of which are said to be as follows (Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung, 1905, page 161) : The blood of healthy oxen is freshly 
drawn and is treated with ether, after removing the fibrin. 
The ether dissolves a certain part of the blood, and serum which 
separates contains the hemoglobin. This is then freed from 
any ether that may have remained by means of a current of 
sterilized air, and is mixed with 20 per cent. of glycerin and 
4 per cent. of aromatic tincture. No heat whatever is used in 
this process; on the contrary, the temperature is even lowered 
artificially during the procedure. The preparation is there- 
fore said to contain the constituents of the blood, especially 
oxyhemoglobin, in an unaltered state, and occurs as a blood-red 
fluid of pleasant taste and odor. 
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PUBLIC CONVENIENCES IN DRUG STORES. 


Druggists Give Their Views Regarding the Sale of Postage Stamps 
and the Use of the City Directory in the Drug Store. 


In view of the growing practice among metropolitan phar- 
macists of declining to keep postage stamps and a city directory 
for the convenience of the public the AMERICAN DrucGisT has 
made an effort to obtain expressions of opinion from a number 
of prominent pharmacists in different parts of the country as 
to the value or the detriment to business of maintaining these 
public conveniences. The responses to our letters of inquiry 
have been gratifyingly numerous and informing. Several of 
the letters are invested with a personal interest which is un- 
usual in statements of this character, and we are sure that all 
which we print will be read with the special appreciation 
which pharmacists have for any recital of the personal experi- 
ences of fellow craftsmen. We lead off with the statement by 
Mr. Hynson, who succeeds, as he always does, in presenting 
the subject in a way which is convincing of his sincerity. Al- 
bert E. Ebert, the Nestor of pharmacy in America, shows how 
the pharmacist may convert sources of trouble and expense into 
profitable side lines of business. From a careful reading of 
the statements which are presented below one cannot help con- 
cluding that stamps and the directory are necessary to the 
proper equipment of the American drug store. If our readers 
are interested and care to keep up this discussion we shall be 
glad to print additional communications: 

Put Yourself in His Place. 
By Hy, P. Hynson. 

One simply has to place himself thoroughly and fully in 
the other fellow’s place to know whether it will do him good 
to sell stamps or not. If I were badly in need of a stamp and 
should go into my grocer’s, haberdasher’s or confectioner’s and 
ask him for a postage stamp and he happened to have one and 
gave it to me graciously, as if he were pleased to do me a favor, 
I should feel like continuing to patronize him. Drug stores are 
expected to offer this accommodation, and more especially be- 
cause they are open longer and are generally more conveniently 
situated. I admit it is a matter of considerable inconvenience 
and oftentimes expense; I sometimes think we could do with 
one less clerk if we did not accommodate our customers and 
parties who occasionally come in our store for stamps, change, 
directory and telephone service. Especially is it annoying after 
active business hours and on Sundays. I have, however, always 
taken the position regarding stamps that I do about night serv- 
ice—namely, that it is unreasonable for me to expect other 
druggists to accommodate my customers in these matters and 
then think they will come back and give me the profitable part 
of their business. Even if they were disposed to do this I have 
enough self-respect not to put myself in such a position. 

An instance in my own life may be helpful. When quite a 
lad I visited Baltimore from the country and needed a stamp 
very badly. I was told I could obtain one at a nearby drug 
store. With some timidity, which was a characteristic in those 
days, I approached the handsome clerk and asked him if he 
would sell me a stamp. He gruffly said he had none, and when 
I as timidly asked where I would be likely to find one he quite as 
gruffily said, “ At the post office,” which was 15 squares away. 
I have never forgotten or forgiven that man, and although he 
is a fairly successful physician in this city I have never felt 
like cultivating his acquaintance. 

It will be inferred from what I have said that I believe 
postage stamps, etc., are like pleasant manners—both help to 
win ducats.

Government Regulation the Cure. 
By Apert E. EBert. 

The gratuitous accommodation to the public by the retail 
druggist is overdone and, in the writer’s opinion, a halt should 
be called. The slot has regulated the free telephone and the 
free directory in my business. I have at present an income of 
about $150 a year from the telephone, when before the slot was 
introduced it was a cost to me of $150. 

The directory was a cost of from $5 to $6 a year; now the 
slot brings in about $10 a year above the cost of the book. 

I am compelled to handle postage stamps in a limited way, 
because every drug store for miles about me does the same. I 
have in time gone by made a protest to the Government against 
this imposition of one free American citizen upon another and 


cited how this was regulated by the monarchical governments 
of Europe, where the Postal Union exists, pointing out that 
there the Government allows tobacconists to handle manufac- 
tured tobacco without a monetary consideration for this privi- 
lege, provided postal matter is supplied to the public by the 
tobacco dealer. 

I asked our postal authorities to relieve the retail druggist 
from the payment of the annual liquor dealer’s tax in lieu of 
supplying the public with postal matter. 

The Postmaster-General in his reply said that our form 
of government was not such as to do this. The liquor tax be- 
longed to the Department of the Interior and the Postal De- 
partment could not make such an arrangement with it. He did 
not consider it any imposition, as it was left to the free will 
of the druggist to supply the demand and it was no hard- 
ship for the people to keep a supply of postage stamps on hand, 
as they were always obtainable at the post office or at the sub- 
stations. How is that for a government by the people, of the 
people and for the people?

THE NEW JERSEY ASSOCIATION. 


Rejoins the N. A. R. D.—Large Increase in Membership—Favors 
a Prerequisite Bill. 


Atlantic City, June 17.—The selection of Atlantic City as 
the place for holding the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the- 
New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association proved so acceptable 
to the members in attendance that by unanimous vote it was 
decided to hold the meeting of the State association there 
again next year. This fact augurs well for the prospect for 
an enjoyable meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation in that popular seaside resort next September. Indeed, 
Atlantic City is an ideal meeting place during the bathing 
season, as its attractions are so many and so varied that the 
Entertainment Committee need not feel called upon to do more 
than leave the members largely to their own desires to insure 
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The proceedings were held in the sun parlor of the Hotel 
Wiltshire and were opened on the morning of Wednesday, 
June 14, with prayer by the Rev. Dr. Aikman. Mayor Stoy 
welcomed the visitors in an easy and graceful manner, betoken- 
ing long familiarity with such tasks, and was happily responded 
to by former President E. A. Sayre, of Newark, the vice- 
president, W. M. Davis, of Orange, taking the chair. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS 


was delivered by the president, George M. Beringer, of Cam- 
den, who directed attention to the fact that for the fifth time 
in its history the association had met in Atlantic City. He 
referred with commendation to the prompt issuance of the 
last volume of the proceedings, but criticised the typographical 
errors contained in it and proposed that a stenographer be 
employed to assist the secretary in preparing his report. He 
recommended that galley proofs of the discussions be submitted 
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The New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association on 


their being admirably entertained. Being a city of hotels 
there is no lack of accommodations to suit every purse and 
every taste. 

The New Jersey Association by a judicious admixture of 
business and pleasure secured a full attendance at its sessions, 
while the herculean efforts of the newly organized Auxiliary 
Committee, composed of traveling men and wholesalers, re- 
sulted in a remarkable increase in the membership of the 
association, upward of 160 new members having been elected. 

Probably the most significant event of the meeting was the 
decision to affiliate with the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, a decision which brings into line, we believe, the 
last of the State associations. This act is all the more notice- 
able in view of the formal withdrawal by the New Jersey 
Association from the N. A. R. D. three years ago, a defection 
which created much ill feeling and was very much regretted 
by the N. A. R. D. leaders.

to the speakers and also recommended that the portrait of the 
late W. T. Brown be incorporated in the forthcoming volume. 
He congratulated the association on its improved financial 
condition and recommended that more stringent measures be 
taken with delinquents, whose names should not be carried in- 
definitely without payment of dues. 

He commended the conscientious work done by the New 
Jersey Board of Pharmacy and suggested that the board en- 
deavor to investigate “ the open infractions of the law, of which 
not the least detrimental to the interests of pharmacy are the 
sales of drugs and medicines by unqualified persons.” 

The claims of the pharmacist for representation on the 
State Board of Health had been given a courteous hearing, 
though no definite results had yet followed. The president 
admitted regretfully that drug adulteration is practiced to 
some extent and recommended the formation by the association 
of a Committee on Adulterations, whose duty it shall be to 











collect samples of sophistications and to publish an annual 
repért on such sophistications and the best means of detecting 
them. 

An energetic campaign covering the entire State has re- 
sulted in a very large list of applicants for membership. The 
president suggested the formation of an Auxiliary Committee 
on Membership, composed of at least one member from each 
county, and that the composition of this committee be fre- 
quently changed. The president proposed that the class of 
associate members to be provided for in the proposed change 
in the by-laws be enlarged, so as to include pharmaceutical 
writers, chemists and non-resident pharmacists, that members 


who have paid a certain amount in dues be made life members 


and that the list of honorary members now depleted by death 
be filled again. 

The address proposed that the by-laws be so amended as to 
make provision for filling vacancies on elective committees 
ad interim, that a graduate prerequisite law be framed and its 
passage urged by the Legislative Committee. Other sugges- 
tions offered by the president were that the Committee on 
Trade Interests be discontinued, that the State Committee on 
Proctor Memorial be instructed to co-operate with the A. Ph. A. 
National Committee, that the State association appoint a com- 
mittee to co-operate with the local committee in welcoming the 
American Pharmaceutical Association at the approaching meet- 
ing in Atlantic City, that a standing committee on the U.S. P. be 
appointed, with instructions to report every year. The presi- 
dential address concluded with memorial sketches of the fol- 
lowing eight members of the association who have died since 
the last annual meeting: Henry T. Bernhard, William T. 
Brown, T. B. Drake, Henry B. Otto, W. T. Mutchmore, Spence 
van Dalsen, T. P. Whitenack and Frederick Hoffmann. 

The numerous recommendations contained in the address 
were referred for consideration to a committee composed of 
Stephen J. Wooley, George H. Horning and George H. Whipple, 
who, at a later session, submitted a report concurring in all 
the recommendations except the following: The employment 
of a stenographer by the secretary, the provision for life 
membership and the discontinuance of the Committee on Trade 
Interests.

Brief addresses were made on behalf of the N. W. D. A. 
by Mr. Kuebler, of the Kings County Society, and the New York 
State Association by Dr. F. P. Tuthill, and of the Ohio Asso- 
ciation by Professor Lohmann. 

The report of the Board of Pharmacy was then submitted, 
as follows: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PHARMACY, 


The report of the Board of Pharmacy, which was presented 
to the association as required by statute, showed that during 
the past year President Beringer has attended at several of the 
examinations. On account of private business affairs Henry 
0. Ryerson was compelled to resign from the board on Feb- 
ruary 1, and Edward B. Jones, of Mount Holly, who was ap- 
pointed to fill. out Mr. Ryerson’s term, which expired on 
April 21, has been reappointed by the Governor for the full 
term of five years. 

During the past year the legal work of the board has been 
conducted by the Attorney-General, and the change from the 
former method of employing private counsel has been a great 
improvement. 

Much time has been wasted in the investigation of com- 
plaints founded on mere business jealousies, but several of the 
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reports received furnished the foundation for prosecutions in 
which the board has been successful. 

A number of suits have been brought during the past year 
for violation of the Pharmacy law, with the following results: 
The board has won suits against Casper Bausch, of Garfield; 
Joseph F. Bradley, of New Brunswick; John J: Gleason, of 
Rahway; William Compton, of Perth Amboy, and Bamberger 
& Co., of Newark; suit against John W. Harrigan, of Wild- 
wood, was settled out of court, and the board lost the suits 
brought against the following: E. Beitman, of Newark; 
Alexander Kneustich, M. D., of Passaic, and Wilbur A. Camp- 
bell, of Perth Amboy. 

The fourth triennial registration took place during the past 
year, and the report of the board called attention to the fact 
that pharmacists who had not been reregistered were not con- 
sidered as being registered within the meaning of the law. 
During the past year the board has examined 407 applicants, 
granting certificates to 135. The total number of pharma- 
cists now on the register is 1,895, and of registered assistants 
79, or a total of 1,974 

This was followed by a report from the treasurer of the 
Board of Pharmacy, George W. Parisen, of Perth Amboy, as 
follows:

Fifty-three of these applications had been by W. P. Rich, 
president of the Traveling Men’s Auxiliary Association, and 
Mr. Rich was awarded the special prize of $25 which had been 
offered to the person securing the largest number of applica- 
tions. 

The report of Treasurer Field showed an available cash 
balance on hand of $1,222.68 and a balance in the insolvent 
Monmouth Trust Company of $947.70, a dividend of $236.92 
having been paid by the Trust Company since the last report. 

The second session of the convention was held on Thursday 
morning, a supplementary report of the Committee on Member- 
ship being the first business considered. - The additional ap- 
plications for membership submitted by the committee were 
favorably acted on, the names of these and all other applicants 
elected to membership during the meeting being included in 
the above list. 

THE AUXILIARY ASSOCIATION. 
W. P. Rich, the retiring president of the Auxiliary Asso- 
ciation, submitted a brief report covering the organization of 
the association on February 18 with an attendance of 5, a 
second meeting on March 18 with an attendance of 16 and a 
third meeting on April 15 with an attendance of 23. The total 
membership of the Auxiliary Association of Pharmaceutical 
Traveling Men was reported at 40 and the annual meeting 
had been held on Wednesday. The auxiliary did not propose 
to undertake the charge of the entire programme of entertain- 
ment, but had provided the entertainment for Thursday even- 
ing. The efforts of the auxiliary in the matter of entertain- 
ment would be strictly limited to such entertainment as could 
be provided out of the funds of the auxiliary, as the members 
were firmly opposed to the solicitation of funds for entertain- 
ment from manufacturers, wholesalers, etr. 

The report was approved and the secretary of the State As- 
sociation instructed to provide space in the annual volume of 
proceedings for recording the proceedings of the auxiliary 
body. 

The amendment to the constitution proposed a year ago 
providing for associate members was further amended so as 
to make manufacturers, pharmaceutical writers and non- 
resident pharmacists eligible to associate membership, and in 
this form the amendment was adopted and some 44 associates 
elected to memberhip. 

Henry C. Blair, of Philadelphia, representing the Penn- 
sylvania Association, and Harry S. Valentine, of Philadelphia, 
representing the N. W. D. A., were extended the courtesy of the 
floor. Delegates from the New Jersey Association to various 
association meetings were then called upon for reports. 

A telegram of greeting from the Missouri Pharmaceutical 
Association, in session at Pertle Springs, Mo., was read, and the 
secretary instructed to make suitable acknowledgment. 

Henry A. Jordan submitted the report of the Legislative 
Committee reviewing the work of the past year, which was 
adopted and referred for publication. 


TECHNICAL PAPERS. 


H. J. Lohmann was then given the floor as chairman of the 
Committee on Queries and Papers and as the first speaker in- 
troduced Dr. P. E. Hommell, of Newark, who read a paper on 
Glyceritum Ulmi, which he recommended in lieu of the various 
brand syrups used as adjuvants. Dr. Hommell also read by 
title a paper on Drugs Containing Tannic Acid. 


FORMALDEHYDE TESTS. 
Prof. C. H. La Wall, of Philadelphia, then presented a clear 


and intelligent comparative study of the tests for formaldehyde. 
The paper was discussed by Messrs. Drescher, Lohmann and 


Mayo. 
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WILLIAM M. DAVIS, 
President of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Association. 


The newly elected president of the New Jersey Pharmaceutical 
Association was born in Troy, N. Y., on June 18, 1847, and received his 
primary education in the public schools of that city, entering as an ap- 
prentice in the drug store of S. O. Gleason in 1864. He was promoted 
rapidly, and in three years attained the position of head clerk. In 
1876 he left Troy, and in partnership with H. M. Boardman engaged in 
the drug business at 675 De Kalb avenue, Brooklyn, under the firm 
name of Boardman & Davis. In 1879 he moved to a new store at the 
corner of De Kalb and Marcy avenues. !n 1887 Mr. Davis bought out 
his partner’s interest and conducted the business under his own name. 
He then bought the pharmacy at the corner of Broadway and Halsey 
street and later the one ut Fulton street near Reid avenue. While 
residing in Brooklyn he was an active member of the Kings County 
Pharmaceutical Association and served two terms as its president. He 
also served as president of the Kings County Board of Pharmacy for 
three terms. and was an active and influential member of the Brookl 
Board of Education for six years. During this time he held the chair- 
manship of several of the most important committees of that board. In 
1895 he took up his residence in Bast Orange, becoming general super- 
intendent of the Seabury & Johnson laboratories, but retained his inter- 
ests in the drug store at Broadway and Halsey street, Brooklyn, until 
1897, when he sold out his interest to Mr. Merritt, who had been acting 
as manager of the store. 

After moving to East Orange he was elected to membership in the 
East Orange Board of Education, but was compelled to resign on ac- 
count of moving from the ward in which he was elected. 

He is Past High Priest of Orange Chapter, No, 23. Royal Arch 
Masons and a member of the Grace Episcopal Church of Orange, and 
is at present Eminent Commander of Jersey Commandery. In 1890 Mr. 
Davis passed the examinations of the New Jersey Board of Pharmacy 
and was registered in that State. He is one of the directors of the 
New Jersey College of Pharmacy, elected in Newark, and on taking up 
his residence in Hast Orange became an active member of the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association. serving during the past year as 
first vice-president and chairman of the Executive Committee. 

Mr. Davis 7 a man of fine presence, easy and graceful manners, and 
a witty and successful after-dinner speaker, also having the more sub- 
stantial capacity for executive management which has won him recog- 
nition in commercial and in association life. His election to the presi- 
dency of the New Jersey Association is a tribute to the soundness of 
judgment and the capacity for work displayed by him as chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the association during the past year, as 
well as to his personal popularity. 


A practical note on 
TINCTURE OF CUDBEAR 
was read by Geo. W. Parisen, of Perth Amboy, who proposed 
that an equal quantity of clean sand be mixed with the cudbear, 
the mixture put into a percolator, closed with a wad of ab- 
sorbent cotton and the tincture made by percolation. The re 
sults achieved by this method in the author’s hands had been 
eminently satisfactory. 

A paper by President Beringer on the manufacture of fluid 
extracts of gentian and of liquorice by infusion was read by 
Mr. Lohmann. 

The Assay of Camphor Liniment was the subject of a most 
valuable paper by Prof. E. Fullerton Cook, which was read by 
title and which is presented in full in another column. 

Formulas for syrup of hypophosphites and compound syrup 
of hypophosphites were presented by A. F. Marquior, of Vails- 
burgh. 

E. A. Sayre having been suddenly taken sick, a paper from

his pen recounting the history of one year’s experience with the 
contract plan was read by S. J. Wooley, of Ocean Grove. After 
the adoption of a vote of thanks to the Committee on Queries 
the morning session adjourned. 

At the afternoon session on Thursday a lengthy report on 
the address of the president was submitted by S. J. Wooley, 
the chairman of the committee to which it had been referred, 
and, as above stated, all save two of the recommendations 
adopted. 

The list of delinquent members was read and in several 
cases friends of the delinquents guaranteed payment and the 
secretary was instructed to drop from the roll the remainder of 
the delinquents. 

J. C. Gallagher, of Jersey City, reported on behalf of the 
Committee on Place of Meeting, recommending Lakewood, but 
by unanimous consent the report of the committee was set 
aside and Atlantic City was chosen as a meeting place for next 
year, all the members agreeing that no more desirable meeting 
place could be found within the borders of the State. 

W. M. Davis submitted his report as chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, which was approved as read.

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Twenty-fifth Annual Meeting—Membership Nears the Thousand 
Mark—Many Valuable Papers Presented—The First Bound 
Copy of the New U. S. P. 


Bedford Springs Hotel, Bedford Springs, Pa., June 21.— 
The twenty-eighth annual meeting of the Pennsylvania Phar- 
maceutical Association was formally opened by Prof. J. A. 
Koch, of Pittsburgh, on Tuesday, June 20, at 2.30 p.m., when 
a meeting was held in order to hear from the visiting dele- 
gates and to hear the reports of the various standing com- 
mittees. It has been customary in previous years to transact 
all of such business at the meeting held on the second day, after 
the association has been formally opened in the evening of the 
first day by the address of welcome and the reading of the 
president’s annual address, but owing to the large number of 
practical and scientific papers which are presented at these 
meetings it was deemed wise to expedite matters by transact- 
ing routine business of this kind in advance of the formal 
opening of the meeting. The secretary’s report was presented 
by Dr. J. A. Miller, who stated that nothing but the usual 
routine matters had occupied his attention during the year. 

J. L. Lemberger, of Lebanon, presented the treasurer’s re- 
port, which showed the total membership of the association 
to be 939 members, of whom 930 had paid up all annual dues 
and were in good standing, the majority of the remainder only 
owing for the current year. He also reported a very gratifying 
balance of over $1,500 in the treasury of the association. 

The report of the Executive Committee was presented by 
Charles Griffiths, of Johnstown, after which the following dele- 
gates and representatives of various allied organizations were 
heard from :

The report of the Committee on Papers and Queries was 
presented by the chairman, Charles H, La Wall, who stated 
that about thirty papers had been presented, which would be 
read at the sessions to be held on Wednesday and Thursday. 

The chairman of the Legislative Committee, John C. Wal- 
lace, of New Castle, reported that two laws had been passed 
during the past year which were aided in their passage by the 
committee—i. e., the Prerequisite law and the Soda Syrup 
Adulteration act—and that obnoxious legislation had been pre- 
vented in one instance. 

The report of the State Pharmaceutical Examining Board, 
which was presented by Charles T. George, was read by Dr. 
J. A. Miller, after which Charles Ludom, of Philadelphia, pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Trade Interests, which 
contained several recommendations, and was referred to the 
Committee on President’s Address. 

The Entertainment Committee reported through its chair- 
man, D, E. Bransome, of Philadelphia, with reference to the 
programme which had been prepared for the present meeting, 
and after some discussion upon ways and means of defraying the 
expense of these entertainments the matter was referred to a 
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special committee, consisting of W. L. Cliffe, D. E. Bransome 
and J. L. Lemberger, with instructions to formulate a plan 
and report to the association. ; 

The president appointed an Auditing Committee, consisting 
of H. C. Blair, of Philadelphia; D. J. Thomas, of Scranton, 
and E. J. Grohman, of Butler, and a Nominating Committee, 
consisting of H. J. Siegfried, of Pittsburgh; P. H. Utech, of 
Meadville; W. E. Lee, of Philadelphia; W. F. Horn, of Carlisle, 
and W. L. Gorgas, of Harrisburg. 

D. J. Thomas, of Scranton, chairman of the Committee on 
Adulterations, presented a lengthy report which contained much 
valuable information and data concerning this important subject, 
which was accepted with the thanks of the association and 
referred to the Executive Committee for publication. 

The meeting then adjourned until 8.30 o’clock Tuesday even- 
ing. 
At 8.30 p.m, Tuesday, President Koch called the first formal 
meeting of the association together, and it was opened with a 
prayer by the Rev. H. B. Townsend. 

Burgess Jordan, of Bedford, then made an address of wel- 
come, in which he tendered the hospitality of his entire juris- 
diction to the guests. 

This speech was replied to on behalf of the members of the 
association by W. O. Frailey, of Lancaster, and on behalf of the 
ladies by one of their number, Mrs. W. F. Horn, of Carlisle. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

First Vice-President Wray then took the chair during the 
reading of the president’s annual address by Professor Koch. 

In his address he dealt particularly with the recent legisla- 
tive enactment known as the Prerequisite law, which, he said, 
marks the beginning of a new era in pharmacy. He said that 
permanent benefit to pharmacy could only come through edu- 
cational advancement, and said that it would overcome that fatal 
narrowness which is the cause of the majority of the drug- 
gists’ business troubles. It insures the entrance into the pro- 
fession of men better fitted for the calling, and it now enables 
the colleges to do what they had never been able to do before 
—raise their entrance requirements and select their students. 
To further this condition the State boards should demand 
higher requirements, though any change from the present con- 
dition must be gradual and not revolutionary, and should 
eventually demand that none but high school graduates be ad- 
mitted to our colleges. To achieve the best results, the boards 
and colleges must be in perfect harmony, and the board must 
always see that the standing of the college recognized is as- 
sured. 

President Koch also recommended that the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the association take the necessary steps to repeal the 
obnoxious section 6 of the present Pharmacy law in this State, 
which allows the sale of almost everything by the country 
grocers and restricts the druggists’ business in the remote rural 
districts to the filling of prescriptions. He also recommended 
the registration of apprentices, and called attention to the fact 
that the recent law in North Carolina has settled the question 
as to the ownership of the prescription by declaring that it is 
simply an order upon the druggist, who must retain the original 
for at least two years, and suggested that a bill be introduced 
into our State Legislature embodying this and similar desir- 
able changes. 

He referred to the pure food laws and the recently created 
Soda Syrup act, and commended the Legislative Committee for 
their prompt and untiring efforts, especially in preventing ob- 
noxious legislation. 

He recommended that the Mann (H. R.) bill be again in- 
dorsed, and assured the N. A. R. D. of the continued moral 
and financial support of the Pennsylvania Association. He re- 
ferred to the approaching meeting of the A. Ph. A., and called 
the attention of the members to the fact that less than 4 per 
cent, of the druggists of the United States were members of 
the national association. In referring to the growth in mem- 
bership of our own association, he stated that the acquisition 
this year, 67 in number, would just about offset the normal 
losses for the year, and said that individual efforts should be 
put forth by every member to arouse interest in the associa- 
tion. 
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At -the conclusion of the address, J. L. Lemberger, of 
Lebanon, moved that it be accepted and referred to a committee 
of five, and Vice-President Wray appointed Messrs. Larkey, 
Heck, Thomas, Wallace and Frailey to take up the address and 
other matters which might be referred to them, and report to 
the association later. 

THE NEW PHARMACOP@IA—AT LAST! 


Professor Remington then begged for a few moments’ time 
and exhibited to the members the first bound copy of the first 
edition of the new 1900 U. S. Pharmacopeia. 

He recited some of the numerous difficulties which the com- 
mittee had encountered in the present work, and stated that 
the new book contained about 100 pages more than the former 
edition. He spoke of the uniformity in the strengths of tinc- 
tures in the new work, whereby the potent tinctures are all 
10 per cent., the most notable changes in strength being aconite 
and veratrin, which are considerably reduced, and strophanthus, 
which is doubled. He said that the book would go into effect 
in September of this year, and that the first edition had been 
considerably oversold, and would be immediately followed by a 
much larger second edition. He also described the different 
styles of binding in which the book could be had. At the close 
of his ‘remarks, when the meeting had adjourned for the even- 
ing, the book was for a long time surrounded by a large, admir- 
ing throng. 

The adjournment of the meeting was followed by dancing 
and music. 

Second Day. 


The second day’s session of the meeting opened at 9.30 a.m. 
Wednesday, the first business that was transacted being the 
telegraphing of messages of congratulation to such State or- 
ganizations as are holding their sessions this week in other 
parts of the country. 

TO MEET AT GLEN SUMMIT. 


The Committee on Time and Place of Next Meeting then re- 
ported that they had considered three locations—viz., Paxi- 
nosa Inn, Easton, Pa.; Kittatinny Hotel, Delaware Water Gap, 
and Glen Summit Hotel, at Glen Summit, near Wilkesbarre, 
and that they recommended the latter place for the associa- 
tion to meet during 1906, the time to be June 26, 27 and 28.

Third Day. 


The third day’s session of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Association meeting was called to order at 10 a.m. by President 
Koch. 

The first part of the session was devoted to hearing the re- 
ports of committees. 

The committee having charge of the plan for financing the 
entertainment reported through the chairman, W. L. Cliffe, 
with reference to a plan which was thoroughly discussed and 
referred back to the committee for further action. 

The Auditing Committee presented a favorable report 
through the chairman, H. C. Blair.

Upon motion the report was unanimously accepted, and 
Charles H. Lawall, the chairman of the Committee on Papers 
and Queries, was directed to cast an affirmative ballot for the 
entire ticket as nominated, which was accordingly done. 

The Committee on President’s Address reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were taken up seriatim and dis- 
— and adopted, after which the report was adopted as a 
whole:

(9) Recommendations for systematic efforts to increase 
membership. 


Resolutions (2), (8) and (4) were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Legislation for action. 

The committee also reported upon several minor matters, 
which were referred to them for action. 

The reading of papers was then continued, and a paper by 
P. Henry Utech, of Meadville, on The Nostrum Evil was read. 

Charles Leedom read a paper by Fred S. Nagle, Wilkes- 
Barre, on the Declining Art of Prescribing. 

W. L. Cliffe introduced resolutions indorsing the erection 
of a bronze monument in the grounds of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution in Washington to Wm. Proctor, jr., the father of 
American pharmacy, the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, which inaugurated the movement, being made the cus- 
todian of the fund, a committee of five being appointed to co- 
operate with that body.

This act prevents them from selling liquor without a special 
license. Druggists can only sell liquor on receipt of a physi- 
cian’s prescription. In order to sell alcohol the druggist must 
pay a State tax of $7.50 and a Government tax of $25. Then 
there is their bond fee, which costs $5. The repealing of the 
Druggists’ Liquor Tax act carries with it a penalty to the effect 
that any druggist selling liquor without the necessary State 
license must pay a fine of $500 and loses his pharmacy license 
for one year. A committee was appointed to co-operate with 
the Grout University Plan and Scope Committee for the estab- 
lishing of a public university in this borough. Joseph L. 
Mayer, Phar. D., the Librarian of the Brooklyn College of 
Pharmacy, read an interesting paper on ‘“ Some Practical Bene- 
fits to Be Derived from Frequently Consulting the College ot 
Pharmacy Library.”

The Legislative Committee reported the closing of the Leg- 
islature, and Vice-President Flynn then took occasion to con- 
gratulate the trade upon the fact that no inimical laws had 
been adopted during the last session. 


N. A. RB. D. TO MEET SEPTEMBER 18 IN BOSTON. 


F. F. Ernst reported for the Convention Committee that the 
annual convention would open in this city on September 18; 
meetings to be held in Paul Revere Hall; headquarters, the 
Copley Square Hotel, with the hotels Lenox and Nottingham 
for the delegates and visitors in excess of accommodations at 
the Copley Square. 

Col. J. W. Lowe, of Connecticut, then addressed the meet- 
ing, having just come to the Hub from the meeting of the Con- 
necticut Pharmaceutical Association. He stated that his asso- 
ciation had voted to double the dues to the N. A. R. D., as 
they had the year before. He announced that a delegation of 
three from his association would attend the coming meeting of 
the Massachusetts State Pharmaceutical Association at 
Gloucester. 

FORTY THOUSAND PERUNA CONTRACTS SIGNED. 


During a recess which followed Mr. Van Horn, of the 
Peruna Company, was introduced. He announced that his 
company had 40,000 signed contracts, and that in the future 
druggists who had not yet signed would not be allowed to do 
so, unless permission was given by the local association, and 
that no contracts would be made with grocers. He also spoke 
of the Loveland case, reciting the difficulties which his com- 
pany had experienced in getting back the goods destined for 
cutters in this case. 

A LADIES’ DAY OUTING. 


Frank F. Ernst then urged al! members to immediately pay 
their annual dues. He also advocated the holding of an out- 
ing, to which ladies should be invited, the object being to bet- 
ter acquaint the ladies with one another, so that they may be 
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prepared to better entertain the visitors and delegates at the 
coming N. A. R. D. convention. On motion of Mr. Collins it 
was voted to have the Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee of the Con- 
vention Committee, arrange for an outing day and report at 
the next meeting. 

On motion of Mr. Finneran it was voted that $337.50 be 
sent to the N. A. R. D. treasury, in payment for 75 members’ 
dues, with subscription to N. A. R. D. Notes. 

J. A. S. Woodrow stated that the agents of a certain com- 
pany were apparently promoting a scheme similar to that of 
the jewelry concerns, about which so much has been heard of 
late. Mr. Finneran stated that propositions of this .character 
involving future advertising contracts should be met with de- 
lay for consideration, the interval being used to advantage to 
investigate extent of the newspaper advertising. Adjournment 
followed. 


N. A. R. D. PROGRESS IN NEW YORK. 


Ten Organizers at Work—Lack of Co-operation by Drug Mer- 
chants—The M. A. R. D. View of the Matter—An Active 
Campaign Promised. 


The past week or two has seen continued progress in the 
N. A. R. D. organization work in this city. Several more 
districts have been organized and the number of contracts 
signed has been materially increased. Dr. Hoffman joined the 
force of organizers here recently, making in all ten organizers 
now engaged in the local field. While the work is necessarily 
slow at present, those in charge express much satisfaction 
with results so far accomplished. There was some prospect 
of a general meeting of the M. A. R. D. being held this month, 
but indications now are that no meeting will be held until next 
fall, prior to the N. A. R. D. convention, which is to be held in 
Boston on September 18 to 23. The Executive Committee, 
however, has been holding regular meetings and will continue 
to do so. 

TROUBLE WITH THE DRUG MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The members of the Drug Merchants’ Association, it seems, 
are not co-operating to the extent that it was expected they 
would earlier in the campaign, or, in fact, to the extent that 
the Metropolitan Association of Retail Druggists was led to 
expect. It is understood that the big firms in that association 
have not signed the various contracts. On reliable authority 
it may be stated that only one manufacturer’s contract has 
been signed generally by the members of the Drug Merchants’ 
Association. So far as the goods covered by the other contracts 
are concerned, prices are still being cut more or less by the 
members of that organization. One of the largest retail drug 
firms in that association has just issued a price-list that shows 
heavy cutting on all articles covered by the various contracts 
with only one or two exceptions. So far as can be learned 
this firm has not signed contracts with manufacturers whose 
articles are being offered below contract prices. 

THE M. A. R. D. VIEW OF THE MATTER. 

An official of the M. A. R. D., in speaking of this phase of 
the situation said to a representative of the AMERICAN Druc- 
GIST : 

“Tt is true that members of the Drug Merchants’ Associa- 
tion have not signed the contracts generally. The goods that are 
now being cut by some of the members of that body are being 
sold from stock they have probably had on hand for some time. 
These cutters are not bound by contract not to sell at cut 
rates; nevertheless, I am surprised at their action, in view 
of the promise made some time ago by the Drug Merchants’ 
Association, in a formal communication to the M. A. R. D., 
that the members would co-operate with this movement as 
fully as possible. The manufacturers who have adopted the 
direct contract and serial numbering plan have been requested 
by the M. A. R. D. to station representatives here. Several of 
the proprietors have already complied with this request, and 
the rest will also in all probability. These representatives will 
co-operate with tne Executive Committee in efforts to bring 
the members of the Drug Merchants’ Association into line.” 
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NEW YORK PHARMACISTS AT SARATOGA. 


Subjects Likely to Be Discussed at State Meeting. 


Everything is in readiness for the annual meeting of the 
New York State Pharmaceutical Association, which opens at 
Saratoga Springs to-morrow and will continue up to and in- 
cluding Friday, June 30. Indications point to a largely at- 
tended and very interesting convention. Outside of the usual 
routine reports and business, a number of important matters 
will be discussed and acted upon. It is very likely that the 
drug excise situation will be brought up. The legislation 
enacted at the last regular session of the State Legislature, re- 
pealing the special liquor stamp tax for druggists and impos- 
ing a heavy penalty for violating the liquor tax law, has placed 
druggists in about the same position, with regard to liquor 
selling, that they occupied before the stamp tax act was passed. 
In other words, they are unable now, as formerly, to sell liquor 
in any quantity whatsoever in emergency cases without a physi- 
cian’s prescription. Many members of the State association 
no doubt feel that existing conditions are not satisfactory, but 
in view of the repeal of the stamp tax the solution of the prob- 
lem to the satisfaction of the drug trade and the State excise 
authorities is a most difficult one, and it is very uncertain 
what action, if any, the State association will take at its meet- 
ing this week. One of the propositions that has been circu- 
lated and may be presented at the State meeting for considera- 
tion is that druggists be allowed to'sell liquor without a physi- 
cian’s prescription in quantities up to one quart at a flat tax 
rate. If this proposition is made, it will undoubtedly be vigor- 
ously opposed. 

Another matter that will probably come before the meeting 
is the question of the State association affiliating with the 
N. A. R. D. on the basis of its full paid membership. 

Recent developments in the witchhazel controversy between 
druggists and the manufacturers of a proprietary brand are 
expected to receive attention. 

There may be some contest over the election of officers, par- 
ticularly the first vice-presidency. William C. Anderson, of 
Brooklyn, has ably filled the office’of president for two con- 
secutive years and is not a candidate for re-election. If the 
usual custom is followed, the present first vice-president, J. A. 
Lockie, will succeed Mr. Anderson as president. For the posi- 
tion of first vice-president several names have been mentioned, 
prominent among the candidates being George E. Thorpe, of 
Syracuse. There is considerable opposition, however, to his 
candidacy, and his election is by no means assured, although he 
will probably have a rather strong up-State backing. Some 
names have been suggested for the office of secretary, byt indi- 
cations are that the present incumbent, S. V. B. Swann, will be 
re-elected. 

The sessions will open to-morrow (Tuesday) in the United 
States Hotel, which is the headquarters of the convention. 
President Anderson, as well as members of the Eastern Branch 
of the State Board of Pharmacy, left for Saratoga on Sunday 
for the usual informal preliminary meetings.

Larger Quarters for the New York Drug Club. 


The Board of Governors of the Drug Trade Club of New 
¥ork announce that arrangements have been made by which, on 
May 1, 1906, the club will move into new quarters, comprising 
the entire fourteenth, fifteenth and sixteenth floors of the addi- 
tion to the Woodbridge Building, now in course of construction. 

These floors are being planned and built with reference to 
the requirements of a club of 500 members and will be in every 
way adapted to its purposes, including spacious general dining 
rooms, grill room, several private rooms (each capable of ac- 
commodating 15 persons or more), smoking room, reception 
halls, ladies’ reception room, lavatories, bathroom, ete., all 
well appointed and handsomely decorated. The kitchen on the 
top floor will be equipped with the best modern devices for 
good service, and it is believed that when completed the club 
rooms will be unsurpassed in attractiveness by those of any 
similar organization in the city. 

The board intends that the furnishing of the new home 
shall be in keeping with the character and dignity of the rooms, 
and it is ‘estimated that the furniture and furnishings, which 
are to be the property of the club, will involve an outlay of 
between $10,000 and $15,000. 

In order to provide amply for the rental, which will be 
$15,000 per annum, and for the improved service that it pro- 
poses to maintain, the Board of Governors has voted to increase 
the annual dues from $40 to $50 and to extend the limit of 
membership from 300 to 500; the increase in the dues to take 
effect on August 1, 1905, so that the surplus in the treasury 
may, in the meantime, be increased to meet, as far as possible, 
the expense of the new equipment. 

On February 1, 1906, the entrance fee for resident members 
will be increased from $25 to $50. All members whose appli- 
cations are received prior to February 1, 1906, will, however, be 
admitted at the present rate.

Soda Trade Reviving—Some Hopes for Price Adjustment—Wide- 
spread Interest in the Prerequisite Act.

Buffalo, June 21.—Once more there is soda water weather, 
such as there has not been for several seasons, and the Buf- 
falo retail druggist smiles in a mild way, always wondering if 
there is any way of taking that trade all away from him, as 
has been the case with most of the things he used to call his 
own. There is reason, besides, for cheerfulness. The prescrip- 
tion trade is good, and it promises to remain so, though for 
entirely general reasons. There is no particular ailment going 
the rounds to send people after medicine. 

THE DRUG TRADE DULL GENERALLY. 

As to the general drug trade, the Buffalo druggist is not 
sanguine. It somehow appears that the trade of the country 
is suffering in that line very seriously. The traveling sales- 
men still report that there is such a big falling off in demand 
that there is a further shortening of that class of force, as it 
would be useless to go after business that does not exist. Can 
it be that there is some new way of distributing the goods 
that are needed by the druggist? While it is true that the 
home manufacturer is doing all that he can to make up his 
specialties he is in need of about as much from the outside as 
ever. 

A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK FOR A PRICE SALE. 

It will not be proper to say any too much about it, but there 
is still more in the wind that keeps the Buffalo druggist cheer- 
ful, and that is an agreement between the various warring 
elements in the local trade that is expected to mean the restora- 
tion of some sort of a price scale in a short time. The manu- 
facturers’ representatives have been in the city in quantity for 
some time, and the men from the high councils of the N. A. R. 
D. are with them, and the war between Japan and Russia is 
no more likely to be settled than the Buffalo drug war. But 
all this is given out in mere hints by the local authorities. 
There must be nothing said openly as to just what has been 
done till—well, till some time—that is about as definite as the 
information runs yet. It is a good deal to know that there is 
peace in sight, and it is to be hoped that the people who are 
trying to bring it about are not too sure of the issue. 

THE PREREQUISITE LAW AROUSES INTEREST. 

President Reimann, of the Association of Boards of Phar- 
macy, is getting any amount of assurance from other States 
that the New York idea of placing the business under restric- 
tions is becoming popular. Even the prerequisite law is bound 
to spread right away, almost as soon as it is safe in this State. 
Taking care of it all with no steady clerk is a great task, and 
he finds himself dictating letters in his sleep quite often.’

In order to give all who are desirous of practicing pharmacy 
a change before the new law goes into effect, which requires 
every applicant to be a graduate of a reputable college of phar- 
macy, the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining Board has 
set aside July 12 for examination at Williamsport, Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh October 14 and December 30. The new law 
goes into effect on January 1, 1906. 

The largest class that has ever come up before the board 
was that of April 15, the examinations being held at Harris- 
burg and Pittsburgh. The total number examined was 461, of 
which 282 were for registered physicians and 179 for qualified 
assistants.

AMERICAN DRUGGIST AND 
THE WEST. 


Chicago Promised the Finest Store in America—$40,000 Ycarly 
Rental—IIlegal Liquor Sales by Druggists—Mr. Morrisson Will 
Not Retire as Reported. 





(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 


Chicago, June 21.—If the promises of the promoters are 
made good Chicago wil have “ the finest drug store in America ” 
before many months. The Central Drug Company, of Detroit, 
has leased the store and basement at the southwest corner of 
State and Washington streets, now occupied by Frazer & Co.’s 
retail store, and has also purchased the store of BE. von Her- 
mann, in the same building. Mr. von Hermann is to be mana- 
ger of the prescription department. The corner where the 
store is to be located is one of the best in the city for 
retail purposes, and there are more than 1,000 physicians 
and dentists who have offices within a radius of one block. 
There are, however, at least half a dozen of the biggest drug 
stores in the city within a short distance. The lease is for 
20 years at a rental of $40,000 a year, or $800,000 in all. The 
space is in the Reliance Building and was formerly occupied 
by a retail dry goods house that paid $30,000 a year. The store 
has a ceiling that is 30 feet above the floor and contains deco- 
rations that have cost $30,000. Elevators run from the store to 
the doctors’ offices above, of which there are more than 200. 
The area of the store is about 3,775 square feet, exclusive of 
the elevator space. : 


C. H. McConnell, president of the Economical Drug Com- 
pany, stated to an AMERICAN DruaoGIsT reporter that he was 
offered the same location for $30,000 a year, and that his 
present rent is $9,000 a year. He said: “Our sales are over 
$1,000 every day,” and showed proof of a day that ran up to 
$1,696.16. Of this all was cash except $38.46, which was 
charged. “ We have seven men in our prescription depart- 
ment,” he said, “who dispensed 519 prescriptions on the day 
in question; these averaged nearly 50 cents a prescription, 
making a total sale for prescriptions that day $232.20. We 
also have nine salesmen on the floor; the lowest total sales of 
any one of these was about $140. Some of our salesmen sell 
$300 worth of goods during the day.” This shows what can 
be done in the right location. 


LIQUOR TRAFFIC TROUBLES. 


Trouble is said to be in store for a certain few of the local 
druggists who are said to have been carrying the liquor traffic 
to improper extremes. It is reported that a large number of 
prosecutions are in prospect and that, moreover, some of the 
accused men will have a hard time clearing themselves. . Drug- 
gists are permitted to sell liquor for “‘ medicinal purposes ” on 
the payment of a $5 license fee, instead of $100 for which the 
city originally contended, President Avery, of the C. R. D. A., 
has issued a warning that any druggist caught violating the 
law and ethics of the liquor trade can expect no help from the 
organization. Druggists are also urged not to exhibit liquors 
in windows or showcases, and to be sure to register every sale. 


MR. MORRISSON NOT TO RETIRE. 


James W. Morrisson, president of Morrisson, Plummer & 
Co., is recuperating at a farm in Indiana, where he has gone to 
regain his health. His temporary absence started reports 
among men usually well informed that Mr. Morrisson was to 
resign his position as head of the company and also that he 
was to sell his stock. Both reports are officially denied.

New ORLEANS, June 19, 1905.—It looks as if New Orleans 
has suddenly become imbued with the idea that she is in need 
of new drug stores. In the last issue of the AMERICAN DRUGGIST 
was published an account uf the establishment of two new drug 
stores in Canal street, which will be ready for business by Octo- 
‘ber 1. Now there is another new drug store in project, and this 
when completed promises to be one of the handsomest and finest 
in the South.

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THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Enlarging Plans for the Lewis and Clark Pharmaceutical Congress 
—Partial Programme of Papers to be Presented—County Re- 
registration of Pharmacists. 


(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 


San Francisco, June 17.—As far back as last December (see 
the AMERICAN Druceist for January 9, page 17) your corre- 
spondent mentioned about a tri-State pharmaceutical meeting 
at the Portland fair. Through the activity of Dr. Albert 
Schneider and others, that idea—viz., a gathering of pharma- 
ceutical men during the fair—has been so largely elaborated 
that the original suggestion of Professor Searby that we have 
a joint meeting of the Pacific Coast States has become merely 
an important part of what it is now sought to accomplish. The 
plan of the congress is principally historical in nature. Papers 
are to be presented covering the several component parts of 
pharmacy up to the present date, as well as the status of 
pharmacy on the Pacific Coast. It is intended to appoint well- 
known authorities of the various branches of the art and 
science of pharmacy, who shall serve as chief contributors, re- 
questing them to prepare summaries, and giving them full 
power to appoint assistants to aid in the work. It has been 
decided to accept the invitation of the Lewis and Clark Con- 
gress of Arts and Sciences, and join forces with it. The Execu- 
tive Committee consists of Prof. W. M. Searby, president; J. H. 
Dawson, vice-president; Dr. Albert Schneider, California Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, San Francisco, Cal., secretary; James G. 
Steele and Val. Schmidt. The Pacific Coast Division Com- 
mittee is: W. B. Cheatham, chairman; A. 8S. Musante, Ph. G., 
724 Union street, San Francisco, secretary, and Prof. J. H. 
Flint. Pharmacists prominent in pharmaceutical matters have 
become awake to the advantages that the opportunity offers 
and already many are intending to take in the fair, although 
without this attraction they had given the matter no thought. 


ALL PHARMACISTS MUST REREGISTER WITH COUNTY CLERKS, 


California pharmacists are notified that, according to the 
new law, which goes into effect July 1, all registered druggists 
and those who shall hereafter be registered by the board 
must register their certificates with the county clerk of their 
district, and renew said registration every year. The charge 
for the first registration will be $1, but the renewal necessi- 
tates no fee. 

COAST BREVITIES. 


George Oberdeener, Ph. G., of Stockton, died in San Fran- 
cisco May 16, aged 41 years and 27 days. 


On May 24 Theodore Noel, the millionaire patent medicine 
man, of Santa Cruz, who is being sued for a divorce, issued a 
public letter declaring that his spouse is being influenced 
against him, and that the injunction issued at her request is 
unjust and most tyrannical. 


At the solicitation of a number of Central American rubber 
tree planters, Dr. P. H. Olsson-Seffer, of Standard Uni- 
versity, left for the South May 29. He hopes to increase the 
yield of caoutchouc by a series of experiments on hybridization 
and selection of the native rubber plant.

Condition of Trade. 


New York, June 23, 1905. 

Complaint is general in the trade regarding dull business. 
The transactions during the period under review have seldom 
exceeded jobbing proportions, and the market as a whole pre- 
sents few new features of interest. Prevailing conditions are, 
however, regarded as seasonable, being incident to the heated 
term and the approaching vacation period. At present values 
the general market appears steady in tone, and while a down- 
ward tendency is noted in some lines, in others it is just the 
reverse, and higher prices are asked for several staple drugs. 
Business in opium has been very light since our last, but prices 
are well sustained at the previous range. Quinine is well 
maintained in the face of a light demand. At the auction in 
Batavia on the 14th inst. the entire quantity offered was dis- 
posed of at a figure about equivalent to that quoted in the 
local market, a very encouraging showing for holders of Java 
quinine. Menthol continues dull and neglected, with values 
weak and unsettled at a further decline. Quotations on 
glycerin are fractionally lower, owing to competition, and the 
market is more or less unsettled. The undertone of the general 
market is fairly steady, despite the surface lack of animation, 
and importers and jobbers show no discouragement over the 


situation. The principal fluctuations of the fortnight are 
tabulated below:

Drugs. 


Alcohol, both grain and wood, continue held with firmness 
at the prices established by the combination of producers. 
Grain is held at $2.43 net, which is an advance over previous 
quotations, attributed to higher prices in the West; molasses 
alcohol is still quoted at $2.41 to $2.43. 

Balsam copaiba, of the different grades, is moving out ac- 
tively into channels of consumption; most of the movenient, is, 
however, on jobbing orders at 30c to 31c for Central American 
and 36c to 37c for Para. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is unsettled by competition, and quota- 
tions show a decline to $3.10 to $3.20; Oregon is quiet and with- 
out change at 75c to 85c. 

Balsam tolu is slow of sale, no quantities in excess of job- 
bing being reported as changing hands at the previous quota- 
tions of 20c to 28c. 

Balsam Peru remains at $1.00 to $1.05, with jobbing sales 
within this range. ; 

Barks.—Bayberry is scarce, and holders are firmer in their 
views at 8c to 9c. Angostura is more freely inquired for, and the 
market is a trifle unsettled, with quotations showing a range 
of 25c to 45c, as to quality and quantity. Cascara sagrada is 
slightly firmer, but quotations are unchanged at 6%c to 10c. 
Buckthorn is firmer in sympathy with conditions at primary 
sources and 614c to 7c is generally named. Cotton root meets with 
a fair jobbing inquiry, and values are maintained at 7c to 8c. 
Elm is a shade easier, and sales of select are reported at 22c to 
25c. Sassafras has eased off a trifle, and we hear of sales at 10c 
to 14c. Wild cherry is rather neglected at the moment, but 
values are steadily maintained at 6%4c to 9c, as to quality and 
quantity. Soap is in moderate demand and firm at 4%4e for 
whole and 514c to 6c for crushed. 


Cacao butter is well sustained, but only a moderate jobbing 
demand is experienced at the range of 27c to 30c for bulk. 

Buchu leaves, short, have eased off in the face of freer sup- 
plies and a less active inquiry; sales at 14c and 16c. 

Cantharides, Chinese, reflects the influence of competition 
among holders and quotations vary, though 48¢ to 50c and 53c 
to 5744c are generally named for whole and powdered, respec- 
tively ; Russian held and selling at $1.20 to $1.35. 

Cassia buds continue held at 18¢ to 18%4c, and jobbing sales 
are reported within this range. 

Chamomile flowers of the new crop, German, are coming 
more freely to hand, but values are unchanged at 12c to 15c. 


Codliver oil remains neglected and the market is quiet, 
though prices on the popular brands are well sustained at the 
previous range of $23 to $25 for Norwegian. 


Cubeb berries are given very little consideration, but the 
market is firm in sympathy with conditions abroad, and ordi- 
nary whole are quoted at 714c to 8c, while powdered are held at 
1le to 138c. 


Cuttlefish bone is less actively inquired for, and the market 
still retains an unsettled appearance, with Trieste quoted at 
14¢c and 15c, and jewelers’ at 42c to 45c. 

Damiana leaves are inquired for to some extent, but the 
available supply is limited, and holders are firm in their views 
at 734¢c to 9c. 

Ergot is dull and neglected, and values are easier at the 
range of 32c to 35c for Russian and 33c to 35¢ for Spanish. 

Guarana is inquired for, but available supplies are small 
and under good control, and 50c to 60c is the general asking 
price. 

Juniper berries are yet obtainable at 1%c to 2%ce, but only 
a limited business is passing at this range. 

Lycopodium has developed more firmness, and values are 
steadier at the range of 85c for ordinary and S7c for Pollitz, 
though the demand at the moment is light. 

Matico leaves have fluctuated several times since our last, 
the price early in the previous week being 30c, but 20c will 
now buy. 

Menthol is dull and neglected and quotations are generally 
lower, the sales during the intefval being at $1.75 to $1.85 and 
offers to buy at $1.70. 


Nux vomica is offered more freely and values are easier, 
with quotations more or less nominal at 2%c to 3c. 

Opium is not receiving much attention,, the demand being 
practically nil, but holders are encouraged to firm views by the 
tenor of the advices from the primary market. Cases are not 
quoted under $3.00, while broken lots, in which a moderate 
business is passing, are held at $3.02% to $3.05. Powdered is 
in moderately active jobbing demand at previous prices, or 
say, $3.40 to $3.50, as to quality and quantity. 

Quinine is in moderately active jobbing demand, but the mar- 
ket has a quiet appearance owing to the absence of important 
inquiry. Manufacturers continue to quote on the basis of 20c 
for bulk in 100-oz. tins, and sales from second hands are mak- 
ing at 14c. under this; Java is quoted at 19c. 

Salol has eased off in the interval, the revised quotations 
showing a decline to 90c to 95c. 

Thymol is held with increased firmness, in sympathy with 
corresponding conditions abroad, and recent sales were at 
$1.65 to $1.75, though an early advance is looked for. 

Vanilla beans are finding active sale in a jobbing way at 
$3 to $6 for whole Mexican and $1.50 to $2.25 for cuts. 


Wax, Japan, is pressing for sale, and spot quotations show a 
decline to 1le to 11%e. 
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Chemicals. 


Arsenic is finding sale in moderate quantities, and the quo- 
tations for white and red are 3c to 3\44c and 6%c to 7c, respec- 
tively. 

Blue vitriol is quiet, but the undertone of the market is 
strong and 5c is named for jobbing quantities. 

Cream tartar has been in active demand, and values are 
firmer on the basis of 23%4c for crystals. 

Citric acid has developed increased strength in view of 
more active seasonable demand, but values are quotably un- 
changed at 35c to 35\%c for barrels and kegs, respectively. 

Saitpetre continues to sell in a jobbing way at 4%4c to 5%4c 
for refined. 

Sugar of lead is in moderate demand, with the sales at 
9l4c to 9%sc. 

Tartaric acid is without important change. Sales of crys- 
tals and powdered during the interval were at 29c to 2914c and 
29%4c to 29%4c, respectively. 


Essential Oils. 


Aside from some movement in the Messina essences there 
has been an absence of strictly new features in this market. 
Bitter orange is firmer and higher in sympathy with sweet, the 
revised quotations being $1.95 to $2.15; sweet is held and sell- 
ing at an advance to $1.80 to $1.95. Caraway is firmer in sym- 
pathy with the position of the seed, and $1.85 to $1.40 is now 
named for domestic, and $1.10 to $1.15 for foreign. Rosemary 
has advanced in consequence of a rising market abroad, and 
the revised quotations are 60c to 6214c for Trieste and 6714c to 
70c for French. Pennyroyal is in demand and firm at $1.00 to 
$1.10. Peppermint is dull and easy at $2.75 to $2.80 for bulk 
and $3.25 to $3.30 for H. G. H. Wintergreen, natural, is held 
and selling at $1.65 to $2.00. 


Gums. 


There is little new or interesting to report in this market 
either as regatds price or demand. Camphor maintains its firm- 
ness, and nothing offers below domestic refiners’ quotations of 
68c to 68'4c for barrels and cases, respectively. Aloes, Curacao, 
is in reduced supply and wanted and values are a shade higher, 
with the sales at 4%c to 5c. 

Roots. 

Golden seal maintains its firm position with the sales of 
fall-dug at $1.50 to $1.60 and spring-dug at $1.40. 

Ipecac has developed increased firmness in sympathy with 
the position of the root in European markets and spot quota- 
tions are now $1.35 to $1.40. 

Jalap is held with increased firmness, the inside spot quota- 


tion having been further advanced to 9c, though supplies are 
available at 8téc. 


Pink has continued in request, and spot supplies being 
somewhat limited quotations are well sustained at 21c to 22c. 
Sarsaparilla, Mexican, is well sustained at the full value of

Canary maintains its firm position, and Smyrna and Sicily 
command 5%4c to 5-4c and 5c to 5%c, respectively. 

Fenugreek is scarce and ‘wanted and quotations are well 
sustained at 2%c to 3c. 

Hemp is in light supply and firm at 2%e and 3c. 

Star anise is offered more freely, stock to arrive being 
quoted at 19c. to 20c. 


Sunflower is practically lower at 414c to 4%c for domestic, 
though imported offers at 4c to 4%4c.

The Committee on Scientific Papers invites contributions of 
scientific interest for presentation at the forthcoming meeting 
at Atlantic City. The committee will endeavor to arrange the 
programme so that every paper submitted will receive con- 
sideration. Contributors will aid the committee if they will 
send their papers to the chairman as early as possible. The 
attention of members is called to the change in article IV, 
chapter 14, of the by-laws, adopted at the Kansas City meeting 
last year, which provides that “ Any person desiring to submit a 
paper to the association shall present to the chairman of the 
particular section to which it refers at least ten days prior to 
the meeting an abstract of said paper, indicative of its contents, 
and consisting of not less than 50 nor more than 200 words. 
This abstract shall be printed as a part of the programme. The 
paper itself must be submitted to the officers of the section 
previous to the first session.” ‘ 

The committee takes pleasure in announcing that Dr. Charles 
Baskerville, professor of chemistry in the College of the City of 
New York, has consented to deliver a popular lecture on “ Ra- 
dium and Radio-activity ” on the evening of Friday, September 
8, The lecture will be experimentally illustrated. Con-

A New Fruit Syrup Law. 

The following law has become operative in Pennsylvania: 

That any person, firm, or corporate body who shall, by him- 
self, herself or themselves, or by his, her or their agents or 
servants, manufacture, sell, ship, consign, offer for sale or expose 
for sale, or have in possession with intent to sell,- any fruit 
syrup which contains formaldehyde, sulphurous acid or sul- 
phites, boric acid or borates, salicylic acid or salicylates, sac- 
charine, dulcin, glucin, betanaphthol, abrastol, asaprol, fluorides 
fluoborates, fluosilicates or other fluorine compounds; also any 
coal tar dyes, sulphate of copper, or any other coloring matter 
injurious to health, or any preservatives or their compounds 
injurious te hea!th, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Every person, firm or corporation, and every officer, agent, 
servant or employee of such person, firm or corporation, who 
violates any of the provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions of the proper county, shall be sentenced to pay 
a fine of not less than $60 nor more than $100, with the costs, or 
to undergo an imprisonment not exceeding 60 days, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

This act, which is to be enforced by the Dairy and Food 
Commissioner, is remarkable chiefly for omissions to specify 
certain preservative chemicals, 


Baltimore News Notes. 

It is thought that John A. Davis, a retail druggist at 
Harlem avenue and Carey street, has a good chance of being 
appointed to succeed David R. Millard as a member of the 
Maryland State Board of Pharmacy. Mr. Millard resigned 
recently after having been reappointed for the full term of five 
years, there having been some friction‘in the board. Mr. Davis 
is about 35 years old and has taken a prominent part in all the 
movements for the advancement of pharmacy in Maryland. 
He is a member of the Maryland Pharmaceutical Association 
and has been affiliated with the Maryland College of Pharmacy 
since his graduation from that institution. 

Great indignation has been caused among the Baltimore 
druggists who have postal substations in their stores by the 
action of the postal authorities in reducing the compensation 
for such offices to $100 a year. The number of druggists 
affected by the reduction order is perhaps 100, and they are at 
a loss to know why the curtailment in salaries has been made 
in view of the fact that in a large number of cases an increase 
in the receipts was reported. It is altogether likely that a 
formal protest will be made, and that if this proves ineffectual 
many of the druggists will resign as postmasters. Some re 
ceived as much as $200 and $250 under the old rating.

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The Lewis and Clark Pharmaceutical Congress. 

Plans are now being matured to hold a pharmaceutical 
congress at the Lewis and Clark Exposition, Portland, Ore. 
It is proposed to convene the congress about the middle of 
July, holding eight to ten sessions. The Washington, Oregon 
and California State associations of pharmacy will in all prob- 
ability hold joint sessions at that time. 

Papers are to be presented pertaining to the history of 
pharmacy and to the status of pharmacy on the Pacific Coast. 
A series of from 50 to 60 of these papers will be devoted to 
a concise and carefully prepared and condensed report on phar- 
maceutical progress up to date, including in so far as possible 
citations of the more important literature on the various sub- 
jects. It is intended to appoint well-known authorities on the 
various branches of the art and science of pharmacy, who 
shall serve as chief contributors, requesting them to prepare 
the summaries as suggested above, giving them full power 
and authority to appoint assistant contributors to aid them in 
their work. Thus the chief contributor may subdivide the sub- 
ject assigned him and assign each subhead to some special- 
ist in that line. 

PLANS OF THE LEWIS AND CLARK PHARMACEUTICAL CONGRESS 
COMPLETED. 

The original date of the Lewis and Clark Pharmaceutical 
Congress will be adhered to; and so the first session will be 
held on July 11, while the congress will adjourn on the 14th. 
This date was decided upon so as to accept the suggestion of 
holding a pharmaceutical meeting concurrently with the 
American Medical Association and American Dental Associa- 
tion gatherings, many delegates of the latter organizations 
having expressed a desire to be present at the congress. The 
programme will consist of two parts. One will be devoted to 
a historical consideration of the different subjects comprising 
the science and art of pharmacy, while the other will deal with 
the status of pharmacy on the Pacific Coast of the United 
States.

Exhibits at the Atlantic City Meeting of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association. : 

The Committee on Exhibition at the coming meeting of the 
American Pharmaceutital Association, Atlantic City, Septem- 
ber 4, of which Henry P. Hynson, Charles and Franklin streets, 
Baltimore, is chairman, announces that it has secured the 
large, handsome café hall of “ The Ilesworth,” the headquarters 
hotel, Boardwalk and Virginia avenue. This hall is about 75 
x 150 feet, is well ventilated and beautifully lighted, with an 
entrance within 100 feet of the great promenade or boardwalk. 

It is proposed to make the exhibition a dignified but popu- 
lar one. Manufacturers will have an opportunity of advertis- 
ing and sampling their wares to the laity, and there is no 
doubt but that the exhibition will be very largely attended by 
general visitors to Atlantic City, as well as by the unusually 
large number of pharmacists, who will take advantage of the 
occasion to visit the seashore. 

There has not been so great an opportunity in recent years 
for parties who manufacture goods for the drug trade to show 
their products both to the retailer and consumer. Nothing will 
be excluded that is kept in the average drug store, excepting 
so-called ‘“‘ patent medicines.”

The Reduced Price of Chloroform and the Expiration of the 
Acetone Process Patent. 

The expiration of the chloroform patents in this country 
on the 10th of the present month has brought to light a rather 
interesting trade development, in which two _ well-known 
chemical houses figure prominently. Druggists will probably 
remember the litigation some time ago between the Albany 
Chemical Company and the Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical 
Company over an alleged infringement of a patent process for 
making chloroform from acetone and bleaching powder. The 
litigation was finally ended, and the relations between the 
two companies have since been harmonious. Not long ago these 
firms formed the Chlorine Products Company, to manufacture 
It takes about 12 pounds of 
bleaching powder and 1 pound of acetone to make about 1% 
pounds of chloroform. The bleaching powder is produced at 
Niagara Falls, and by making the chloroform there the new 
company will save considerable in freight charges, for obviously 
it will cost less to ship a pound of acetone to the Niagara 
Falls works than to pay freight on 12 pounds of bleaching 
powder shipped from that point. 

This step was taken by the two firms, it is understood, in 
order to be in a position to produce chloroform as cheaply as 
possible, and therefore to be able to meet successfully any com- 
petition that might result from the expiration of the patents. 
Within the past year or so the wholesale price of chloroform 
has dropped from about 40 cents a pound to 25 cents, although 
the cost of raw materials has not been correspondingly reduced. 

It is understood that the Chlorine Products Company will 
not put chloroform on the market under its own name.

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Findings of the Government Commission on Anaemia in 
Porto Rico. 


The commission appointed by the United States Government 
in February, 1904, for the study and treatment of anemia in 
Porto Rico has submitted a report to the Governor of that 
island. This report covers over 200 pages and is printed both in 
the Spanish and the English language. 

The commission was composed of experts in their special 
field, and the amount of work accomplished by these gentle- 
men and the exceedingly painstaking manner in which they 
attended to every detail of the subject stamps this inquiry as 
one of the most scientific and thorough investigations ever un- 
dertaken in the cause of public health. 

As early as 1899 Dr. Bailey K. Ashford, who later became 
a member of this commission, discovered the parasite ankylds- 
toma in the feces of anemic patients, who were then crowding 
the field hospitals of Ponce. This was the first positive evi- 
dence that the disease in Porto Rico known as anemia was not 
the ordinary form, but ankyldstomiasis or uncinariasis, pro- 
duced by the parasite sucking the blood, and so prevalent did 
this disease become during the ensuing years that fully 90 per 
cent. of the population became affected. 

When the commission appointed by the Government of the 
United States began its investigation in Porto Rico it estab- 
lished a hospital, consisting of tent wards, first at Bayamon 
and later at Utuado, the districts of the island in which the 
disease was most prevalent. 

The object of the treatment was first to remove the parasite 
and then to cure the anemia. To kill the parasite thymol, male 
fern and betanaphthol were given, but the preference was for 
thymol. First the patient received a purge of epsom salt and 
on the following day he was made to fast until 1 o’clock, and 
then was given thymol in doses not exceeding 4 grammes; then 
another purge was given to remove the bodies of the parasites 
killed with the antiseptic. The purpose of the first purge was 
to clear the intestines of mucus, etc., so as to allow the thymol 
to act. The thymol and purge treatment was continued once 
a week until the feces showed no more uncinaria. 

While thymol kills the parasites and the purges remove 
them from the intestines, also diminishing the amount of 
toxines in the system, these remedies only clear the field for 
a reconstructive process in the blood which is necessary to 
restore the extremely anszemic patient to health. 

Iron was given in the severe cases of anemia. Pepto-

A noteworthy fact brought out in the report is that none 
of the patients showed any digestive disturbance after the ad- 
ministration of Pepto-Mangan, although the remedy was used 
for many weeks in each case.

Reduced R. R. Rates to New York City. 

Reduced rates for the fall buying season. will be made to 
New York City by the Trunk Line Association, the announce- 
ment to that effect having been received by the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of New York. The special fares will be in effect on 
July 22 to 26, inclusive; August 19-23, inclusive, and September 
3-7, inclusive, under the regular certificate plan. The return 
limit on each ticket will be 15 days. 

The territory of the Trunk Line Association is best described 
as follows: 

From the New York-New England border west to Buffalo 
and Salamanca, N. Y.; Erie and Pittsburgh, Pa.; Wheeling and 
Huntington, W. Va.; south to Charleston, W. Va.; the Potomac 
River, and the line of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway. Mont- 
real, Toronto and Hamilton, Canada, are also in this territory. 
The rate is not effective from points less than 100 miles from 
this city. 

The applications of the Merchants’ Association to the Cen- 
tral Passenger Association and the Southwestern Excursion 
Bureau are now pending, with the probability that favorable 
action by the former will be bulletined within a few days. The 
dates requested from the last named territories are earlier than 
those on which rates will be operative from the nearby section.

be careful to make the correct designation. 


Contents of Egyptian Funereal Flasks. 


The examination of the dark-colored viscous matter found 
in certain small stoneware bottles in the tombs of the Egyptian 
kings of the eighteenth dynasty, 1600-1370 B. C., leads to the 
conclusion that the contents are the product of the slow oxida- 
tion of an oil, together with balsamic, resinous or bituminous 
matter. Since the soluble and crystalline lime salts of the acids 
isolated therefrom are of the type containing 13 atoms of 
oxygen, resembling ricinoleic acid, it is considered probable 
that the oil originally present was castor oil. Castor oil was 
known and employed by the ancient Egyptians, reference to it 
being found in their writings and alchemical works. 





About New Remedies. 


All pharmacists are interested in the literature of new 
remedies. The best work in English is Coblentz’s “ The Newer 
Remedies,” but some time has elapsed since the book was re- 
vised and it has accordingly lost a good deal of its usefulness. 
Many admirable compilations are published annually in French 
and German, the “ Vierteljahresschrift fiir pracktische Phar- 
mazie” being of exceptional value. But not every pharmacist 
is familiar with French and German, and hence the value of 
these foreign publications is limited. In this field the firm of 
Lehn & Fink, 120 William street, New York, is doing an ex- 
cellent service to pharmacy by the publication at irregular in- 
tervals of volumes bearing the title “ Progress in Pharmacy 
and Therapeutics.” The one before us, and which has prompted 
this note, covers the period from January, 1904, to April, 1905, 
and presents in concise but comprehensive form all that the 
pharmacist needs to know about reliable new remedies of defi- 
nite chemical composition and new galenical products. The 
position of Lehn & Fink as publishers of the book is plainly 
set forth in the concluding paragraph of the introduction, which 
says: “One will look in vain for puffing comment or implied 
advertisement of the medicinal specialties in the sale of which 
we are engaged, for it is not in the furtherance of our busi- 
ness interests that this little book is published. We shall be 
content if our many friends in the retail drug business will 
find it of interest and value to themselves.” We have only to 
add that the price of the book is 50 cents and that it is well 
worth the money.

modesty he disclaims any individual credit, saying that such 
success as may have been achieved is merely due to the “ P. D. 
Way ” of doing things. 


No Fake Closing Out Sales in Germany. 


“Closing out” or “ clearing” sales, as we have them galore 
on this side of the Atlantic, are regulated and supervised by 
law in Germany. Our merchants, we suppose, would go into 
17 kinds of fits if such a law of supervision was ever proposed 
in the United States. But if anybody has an idea that German 
merchants grumble at such provisions of the law he is mis- 
taken. From Chemnitz, in Saxony, comes the report that the 
Chamber of Commerce there at a recent meeting unanimously 
adopted the following resolutions and recommended that the 
laws be made still more stringent in accordance with the pro- 
visions embodied in the resolutions: 

1. A closing out sale may be announced only in case of the dissolu- 
tion of partnershfp or the final clearing out of a special line of goods. 

2. An increase in stock by ——— or otherwise in the course of 
a closing out sale shall be prohibited. The seller shall be compelled to 
yy os goods at the announced price to any and every person who offers 
Oo Duy. 

3. Seukruntey sales may be conducted alone by the receiver, and 
not through a third party, and no third party may designate goods for 
bankruptcy sales. t is desirable that the time during which bank- 
ruptcy sales may continue shall be fixed by law, with due regard to the 
requirements in different lines of business. 

Very few of our “closing out” sales would stand the test 
of the two first articles. As for Article No. 3, it would be a 


good thing to be adopted anywhere. 


Merchandise Marks Regulations in France. 


The April circular of the British Chamber of Commerce in 
Paris states that the law prohibits the entry of, and excludes 
from bond, transit and circulation, all foreign products, natural 
or manufactured, bearing either on themselves or on their 
cases, packing cases, bands, labels, &c., a trade or manufac- 
turer’s mark, name, sign or any sort of indication likely to 
lead to the belief that such goods have been manufactured in 
France or are of French origin. The use of the French lan- 
guage to designate the nature of imported products does not 
constitute an infringement, unless the inscription be of a nature 
to deceive the buyer as to the real origin of the goods. Fur- 
ther, foreign products marked with the name of a locality of 
the same name as a French locality may not be imported with- 
out the addition after the name of the locality of the name of 
the country of origin and the word “ importé” in legible char- 
acters. The word “importé” alone, without the country of 
origin, is not sufficient to remove from certain marks and de- 
scriptions their illegal character. It will therefore be seen 
that the interpretation of the law has been widened and that 
imported goods bearing marks liable to contravene the law will 
have to indicate the country of origin as well as the fact of 
their being imported. 


Every druggist who sells cigars, and most of them handle 
smokers of more or less fragrance, should know that on March 
21 a new internal revenue regulation went into effect requiring 
that empty cigar boxes on which the stamp has been destroyed 
in the hands of dealers may be used for display purposes, but 
the factory brand and caution notice must also be destroyed if 
the dealer wishes to sell or give away such boxes.

The American News Company, of New York, has been caused 
considerable annoyance of late by the operations of some 
swindler in Pennsylvania who professes to establish sub- 
agencies in drug stores on the payment by the druggist of a 
specified sum. The individual in question appears to travel 
about from town to town and operates under different firm 
names, such as the “ Eastern,” “ Atlantic,” “United States,” 
“ American” and “ Federal News Company.” In its issue of 
June 10 NW. A. R. D. Notes informs its readers that “ The ‘ Amer- 
ican News Company,’ of New York, is establishing agencies in 
drug stores in parts of Pennsylvania,” and warns the trade 
against having anything to do with “ The American NewsiCom- 
pany.” We trust that no reader of the AMERICAN Druscaist will 
harbor for a moment the delusion that the company referred 
to is the great and responsible American News Company of 
New York, the general superintendent of which has expressed 
to us his annoyance at the publication by W. A. R. D. Notes 
of the item in question without first taking the trouble to ascer- 
tain whether the New York company was concerned in any 
way with the swindle. We are authorized by the American 
News Company to say that they are not and have never con- 
templated establishing agencies of the kind referred to in 
VY. A. R. D. Notes.
